UNIONS PRAISED 
BY ROOSEVELT. 


President Is Elected to Mem- 
bership in the Brother- 
of Locomotive 
Firemen. 


GRATEFUL FOR HONOR. 


Railway Workers Are Commend- 
ed for Bravery—Told They 
Have Qualities Needed in 
Best Citizenship. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Sept. 8.—[Special. 
The great good of labor organizations, the 
advancement of all by the growth of the 
spirit of brotherhood, the need of the ex- 
tension of the spirit, the strengthening of 
the character of man by the initiative 
taught in unions, and the quality of brav- 
ery and energy taught the railway man by 
the nature of his calling, were subjects dis- 
cussed by President Roosevelt in an address 
to the members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and citizens of Chat- 
tanooga in the auditorium here today. 


Elected an Honorary Member. 

President Roosevelt, who had come here 
to attend the opening of the annual conven- 
tion of the brotherhood, was present when 
the executive session was called to order, was 
elected unanimously an honorary member of 
the organization, and after a greeting by 
the acting grand master of the union re- 
sponded briefly, expressing his thanks for 
the honor of membership conferred upon 
him. 

When the courtesies had been exchanged 
between the president and the members of 
the brotherhood the convention adjourned 
until tomorrow and the doors of the audi- 
torlum were thrown open to the public, 
President Roosevelt then delivered his prin- 
cipal speech of the day. 

A drive through the city and a short ad- 
dress to 10,000 persons from a stand at the 
courthouse closed President Roosevelt's visit 
to this city. The presidential party then pro- 
ceeded to Knoxville, whence it continued to 
Hot Springs, N. C., where the night will be 
spent. 


Tribute to the Labor Union. 


In his first address of the day, that before 
the brotherhood convention, 
Roosevelt said: 

“ Mr. Chairman, and you, my friends and 
fellow Americans: I shall not try to speak 
to you formally now, as I understand that 
I am to make an address in open session. 
I shall therefore merely thank you most 
warmly for the greeting you have extended 
to me. During the time I was governor I 
had to deal with many organizations—organ- 
izations of wage workers, of capitalists, of 
professional men, organizations like your 
own brotherhood, like the Bar association, 
for instance, like the Bankers’ association 
as another example. 


Railroad Men Ever Fair. 

*“ After two years I found that on the whole 
I had come nearer being able to do exactly 
what the railroad men had requested than 
was the case with any other organization with 
which I was brought in contact. And I 
think that was due especially to the fact 
that the men of your organization are ofa 
type which naturally results in their apply- 
ing the principles of common serise to what- 
ever they do. I was asked nothing unrea- 
sonable, and I should have been loath to 
admit that I would have refused to do any- 
thing that was reasonable. : 


High Praise for Sargent. 

““T am glad to come here for reasons which 
I shall set forth when I make my public ad- 
dress. Herel wish to say but one thing more. 
I have had to make as president a number of 
appointments. I have made none which has 
given me personally greater satisfaction, and 
Il think none which has given the public 
greater satisfaction, than when I succeeded 
in persuading Mr. Sargent to take office 
under me, because Mr. Sargent has the quali- 
ties which are indispensabie in a public offi- 
cer. In the first piace, he has a sound heart 
and in the next piace, he has not got a soft 
head. 1 can count upon his being absolutely 
jair and square, upon his doing justice ail 
through; and I can count upon him doing it 
in the right way. 


_ ‘Task a Most Important One. 

“ All of us know peopie who can be just, 
but who are just in such ways as almost to 
make us wish they were unjust. Mr. Sar- 
gent is free from that besetting sin. No man 
has a more important task than he has, for 
he stands in the gateway of one of the roads 
out of which the American citizenship of 
the future is to be made when he stands to 
supervise the immigration to this country. 
The laws affecting his department can, I 
think, be improved, but under him I am sure 
that the administration of them cannot be 
improved.’’ 

The president tha da the convention for 
the compliment paid him, and Grand Master 
Sargent then gave him a pass which admits 
him to all meetings of the brotherhood. 


Addresses Men as Brothers. 
While the public was entering the hall 
the Seventh regiment band played “ Ameri- 
ca,”’ the president and party standing until 
it was finished. Mayor Chambers intro- 

duced President Roosevelt, who said: 
‘Mr. Grand Master, Gov. McMillan, Mr. 
Mayor, my brothers, and all of you, men and 
women of Tennessee, my fellow citizens, my 
fellow Americans: I am glad to be here to- 
day. I am glad to come as the guest of the 
brotherhood. Let me join with you, the 
members of the brotherhood of this country, 


fellows from Canada and Mexico. The fact 
that we are good Americans only makes us 
all the better men, all the more desirous of 
seeing good fortune to al] mankind. 

‘*T needed no pressing influence to accept 
the invitation tendered through you, Mr. 
Hannahan, and through Mr. Arnold to come 
to this meeting. I have always admired 
greatly the railroad men of the country, and 
I do not see how any one who believes in 
what I regard as the fundamental virtues of 
citizenship can fail to do so. I want to see 
the average American a game man, an honest 
man, and a man who can handle himself, and 
4oes handle himself, well under difficulties. 


Railway Men Great Fighters. 

“'The last time I ever saw Gen. Sherman 
I dined at his. house, and we got to talking 
over the capacity of different types of sol- 
diers, and the general happened to say that 
if ever there were another war, and he were 
to have a command, he should endeavor to 
get as many railway men as possible under 
him.

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HAINE REPUBLICANS GAIN 


HILL I8 RE-ELECTED GOVERNOR 
BY AN UNUSUAL VOTE. 


Plurality for State Ticket Is Greater 
than in Any buat One “ Of Year ” Be- 
fore—Estimated at 30,000, Nearly 
Double the Usual Total—All Four 
Cengressmen Win, Despite Strenu- 

‘ous Efforts by the Democrats—En- 

forcement of Prohibition an Issue. 

Portland, Me., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— a 
plurality estimated at 30,000, which is ¢on- 
siderably larger than the usual “ off year ”’ 
one, John F. Hill, republican, was re- 
elected governor of this state today. The 
whole republican state ticket was elected, 
including four congressmen, the entire state 
delegation. 

The result is considered a great victory 
by the repubilcean leaders, as the democrats 
made a specially orous effort to cut down 
the plurality, even bringing W.J. Bryaninto 
the state for a series of campaign speeches. 


Unusual for an “ Off Year.” 
While in presidential years, when the full 


vote was called out, candidates for governor 
have received larger pluralities, only once 


lican plurality reach the size recorded today. 
That was in 1894, when local issues cut down 
the democratic vote in the cities, the state 
ticket being the gainer. 

Pluralities of republican gdévernors in re- 
cent years when no presidents were elected 
have been as follows: 1898, 24,769; 1894, 
38,978; 1890, 18,883; 1886, 12,651; 1882, 8,872. 


Roosevelt Gets the Credit. 

President Roosevelt's recent visit to the 
state and his plain declarations of the ad- 
ministration’s policies on the great issues of 
the day are believed to have had a consider- 
able effect in bringing about the result. 

Early in the campaign it appeared more 
than probable that material gains would be 
made by the democrats, and even up to a 
week ago the state committee members ad- 
mitted they did not expect more than the 
usual pluralities. The gain, therefore, is all 
the more pleasing to the republican leaders. 

The republican state ticket carried every 
county but one, Knox, the home of Congress- 
man Littlefield. In four counties, however, 
the democrats elected their candidates for 
sheriff, the question being on the enforce- 
ment of the prohibitory law. 

The total vote on governor is approxi- 
mated 115,000, divided as follows. John F. 
Hill, republican, 70,000; Samuel W. Gould, 
democrat, 40,000; James Perrigo, prohibition, 
8,600; Charles L. Fox, socialist, 1,500. 


Four Congressmen Elected. 

The congressmen elected are: 

First district—Amos L. Allen. 

Second district—Charles E. Littlefield. 

Third district—Edwin C. Burleigh. 

Fourth district—Liewellyn Powers. 

The legislature will, as usual, be strongly 
republican. The senate will have one demo- 
crat in thirty-one members... The house will 
stand thirty democrats and 131 republicans. 


Prohibition Issue in Cities. 
The hardest fight was in this, Cumber- 


‘land county, which contains Portland, the 


largest city In the state, and which two years 
ago elected for the first time in the state's 


vel F. Pearson, on the distinct platform 
that the prohibitory law should be enforced. 
Mr. Pearson was true to his duty, and died 
in office, it is claimed through the hard work 
that he put in in hunting down liquor sell- 
ers. 

There were three candidates this year— 
Melville W. Trefethen, rep.; William M. Pen- 
nell, dem., and Alfred 8. Bisbee, pro. Pen- 
nell’s majority was 200. 

The Rev. C. 8S. Cummings, a Methodist. 
was indorsed by the republicans and prohi- 
bitionists in Androscoggin county for sher- 
iff and *was elected by 500 majority. Mr. 
Cummings is on a strict enforcement plat- 
form and was nominated by the republicans 
in the longest convention ever held in Maine, 
over 200 ballots being taken. 


Message to the President. 

Chairman Simpson of the state‘committee 
tonight sent a message to President Roose- 
velt, saying: | 

“Maine has gone republican as it once 
went for Gov. Kent. We have carried the 
state by a plurality of 25,000. Have elected 
the entire delegation in congress by a large 
majority. Have chosen every senator with 
one exception, and nearly if not quite four- 
fifths of the legislature. The Pine Tree 
state indorses your administration with no 
uncertain voice.”’ 

A message of like import was sent to Sen- 
ator Hanna, also saying: ‘‘ Maine has today 
shown her appreciation of the republican 
policies which have given to our country 
a@ prosperity unequaled in the history of the 
world.”’ 


Joseph H. Manley Pleased. 
Joseph H: Manley, for twenty years chair- 

man of the republican state committee and 

a member of the Pepublican national execu- 


| tive committee, tonight said: 


“Maine has gone republican by 25,000. 
The democrats elected sheriffs in a few 
counties purely on the enforcement of law. 
The victory is much larger than anticipated 
and exceeds the majority ever given in what 
is termed an off year previous to the presi- 
dential election in 1896.

It was 
knocked from its cab and a deep gash was 
cut in its forehead. The others were cut 
and bruised, but no fatalities are expected 
to result.

KAISER BEGINS 
SHAM WAR TODAY 


German Emperor Takes Pains 
to Show Esteem for Uni- 
ted States and Its 
Generals. 


JS FRIEND OF ROOSEVELT 


Says Visit to America is 
of His Life Which He Fears 
Will Never be 
Realized.

BERLIN, Sept. 8.—The autumn maneuvers 
of the German army will begin tomorrow 
on the great plain between Frankfort-on- 
the-Oder and Posen, and will last for four 
days. The third and fifth army corps will 
be strongly reinforced, and together will in- 
clude 90,000 men. The force will be divided 
into two armies, one having superior 
strength and the other acting on the defen- 
sive. 

The maneuvers will not be essentially 
different from those of former years. The 
reports that changes in cavalry tactics and 
infantry formations would be disclosed in 
consequence of the Boer war cannot be 
traced to any authentic source. The Ger- 
man staff has the best intelligence depart- 
ment in Europe, and makes a scientific study 
of every phase of warfare, but it does not 
plan guerrilla campaigns on paper. 


Old Time Problems Studied. 


The operations of two forces of-such mag- 
nitude cannot resemble anything that was 
done in south Africa, but will illustrate the 
old time problem of hunting down with a 
superior force an enemy capable of striking 
back when a vulnerable point has been ex- 
posed, 

The German emperor, who has no idea 
of doing anything in the corner of eastern 
Prussia without full observation, nas invit- 
ed the English and American experts to wit- 
ness the maneuvers. Earl Roberts will be 
the best possible judge of the workmanlike 
character of the batteries and the steadiness 
of the masses of infantry, and Gen. French 
will have a keen eye for cavalry tactics, 
since he introduced important changes in the 
British drill of mounted infantry. 


Praise for American Generals. 


The American generals in their neg field 
service uniform of olive drab are severely 
plain and inconspicuous in comparison with 
the knights in gold laceof the German army, 
but they represent practical ¢os sense 
as well as republican simplicity. Gens. Cor- 
bin and Young measure up in height among 
the tallest of the Saxon warriors in the Ger- 
man army and are close observers and ideal 
American soldiers. Brig. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, like Maj. Gen, Corbin, is an organizer 
and is intensely interested in the mechanism 
of the German military system. The three 
American generals are well supported by 
Col, Johnson and Leut. McKinley. 

Every arrangement has been made for the 
comfort of the emperor’s guests during the 
maneuvers. Their presence will render the 
ordinary practice operations of the two 
corps conspicuous and the emperor will profit 
by much expert criticism. A large corps of 
military correspondents attends the maneu- 
vers and receives official explanation every 
night of what is going on. EN. FF. 


Kaiser Talks to Americans. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. ] 

BERLIN, Sept. 8.—Emperor William took 
especial pains to show his cordiality to the 
United States by engaging the American 
generals in a half hour’s conversation after 
dinner at the new palace at Potsdam tonight. 

The emperor again expressed his high ap- 
preciation of the manner in which his broth- 
er, Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia, had 
been treated in the United States. 

He spoke of his admiration for President 
Roosevelt, and said he fervently thanked 
God for having spared the life of the presi- 
Gent at the time of the Pittsfield accident. 
Electric cars, continued his majesty, are the 
enemies. of humanity. He weferred to. the 
rumber of persons who have been killed 
or wounded by electric cars in the streets 
of Berlin. 


Anxious to Visit America. 


‘Tonight, as on former occasions, the 
kaiser discussed the possibility of his visit- 
ing America some day. This idea evidently 
presents great attractions for him, but he 
added’ regretfully, “I fear I ean never real- 
ize that dream.”’ 


Dinner a Brilliant Affair. 


The dinner at which the American generals 
were among the principal guests was given 
to 110 officers of the American, British, and 
German army, including Maj. Gens. Henry 
C. Corbin and Samuel B. M. Young and Brig. 
Gen, Wood, U. 8. A., and their aids; Lieut. 
Col. J. B. Kerr, military attaché to the 
United States embassy; Commander William 
H. Beehler, United States naval attaché; 
Earl Roberts, commander-in-chief of the 
forces of Great Britain; Mr. Brodrick, Brit- 
ish secretary for war; Lieut.

To this Commander Beehler replied: ‘“ The 
fog signals for vessels, which indicate the 
direction in which the ships are moving; they 
ought to be introduced into all navies.” 


Army Camps in Open Air. 

FRANK FORT-ON-ODER, Sept. 8.—Eighty 
thousand soldiers are camping in the open 
air tonight and 12,000 more are quartered 
in farm houses; the troops are waiting for 
the four days’ sham battle, on an immense 
scale, that will begin at dawn tomorrow. . 

Emperor William will arise at 3 o'clock 
tomorrow morning and leave Potsdam at 
4 o'clock in order to be early on the field. 
A great blue and white pavilion, fringed with 
gold hangings, has been pitched on the south- 
ern shore of the Weissensee, and here Em- 
peror Wiliam will bivouac Wednesday 
night. He will lead the cavalry division into 
action on Thursday.

OLD THEATER WALLS FALL: 
ONE MAN IS INJURED. 


Collapse of Lincoln Structure, North 
Clark Street, Injures a Man and 
Causes Terror in the Neighborhood. 


One person was injured and the lives of 
a@ score or more were endangered by the 
collapse at 8 o’clock last evening of the walls 
of the building formerly occupied by the Lin- 
coln theater, in North Clark street. 

George Smith, who lives in the building 
situated in the rear of the former building, 
was struck by falling bricks and was slight- 
ly injured about the head. 

When the crash wags heard, the inmates 
of the building adjoining ran to the street 
in terror. A call was gent to the Larrabee 
street police station and when the wagon 
arrived it was found that the side and rear 
walls of the building, which was in the 
form of an “ L,” had collapsed. 

The police searchéd the ruins, believing 
that some ofie might have been buried in the 
wreck, but no one was found. 

From the investigation made by the police 
it is thought that Insufficient supports for 
the walls caused the collapse. Fire par- 
tially destroyed the building in 1898, only 
the walls being left. A number of wooden 
supports were placed ins:de of the structure 
to hold the walls, and it is thought that the 
weight weakened them and finally caused 
them to give way. It appeared that the 
south wall was the first to fall and the ad- 
joining walls then collapsed, and a moment 
later the iron supports of the balcony of the 
theater fell. 

The building was bult in 1890 and leased 
to M. F. Leavitt, the theatrical manager. It 
was déstroyed by fire in 1893, and Was then 
rebuilt. Since the fire of 1898 nothing has 
been done to it. The building at 468 North 
Clark street narrowiy escaped being 
crushed. It was formerly occupied by Dr. 
Cronin, who was: murdered. Later it was 


used as a hotel. 


GOLD PILES UP IN TREASURY. 


Store Now Amounts to $573,936,194 
and Has Been Exceeded Only Once 
in the History of the World, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 
The vaults of the United States treasury now 
contain $573.986,194 in gold, which is the 


‘largest sum ever deposited In one place at 


any time excepting the single occasion when 
Russia is said to have accumulated $598,000,- 
000, eight years ago, when preparing to re- 
gume gold payments. 

The United States deposits have increased 
$79,087,807 since July 1, 1901. 

This stock of gold is now being added to 
at the rate of from $200,000 to $300,000 a day, 
with no immediate prospect of a céssation 
in the rate of deposits. . 

This condition of things is eminently satis- 
factory to the treasury officials, who regard 
it as the best possible evidence-of prosperity 
and of confidence in the financial stability 


of this country.

EXPOSES GANG. 


J. K. Murrell of St. Louis As- 
sembly Confesses and 18 
Associates Are In- 
dicted. 


COMBINED FOR BRIBERY. 


Man Who Handled $75,000 Fund 
Returns from Mexico and 
Surrenders Uncon- 
ditionally. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. &—[Spectial.]—The 
** boodle combine "’ in the St. Louls munici 
assembly, with the details of all the inner 
workings, was fully exposed to the grand 
jury today by its “ business agent,”” J. K. 
Murrell. 

Murrell was a fugitive in Mexico and re- 
turned last Friday and confessed to Circuit 
Attorney Falk, making no conditions. 

The grand jury was immediately convened 
and indictments returned against eighteen 
members of the gang—nine of whom were 
arrested this afternoon.

“This money was put up as the purchase 
price for the votes of the combine, that price 
having been agreed upon. 


Held Regular Meetings. 


“The combine of the house of delegates 


bine held frequent meetings in the room 
adjoining the house of delegates’ chamibef. 
There most of the schemes to get money 
for votes were concocted. When the Subur- 
ban matter came up before the combine I 
was selected to negotiate with Philip Stock, 


as to the best price we could get for our 
votes upon the passage of the bill. 

** ] reported the various negotiations to the 
combine meetings and was instructed by 
the combine from time to time what to do. 


Price of Votes Agreed On. 

** When the price was agreed on they desig- 
nated me as the person to hold the key to the 
box containing the $75,000, which we were 
to get when the bill was passed and signed 
by the mayor. The deposit of the money, 
the amount, and the conditions were duly 
reported by me to the combine meetings. 

“I am not permitted to make the opera- 
tions of the combine on this particular mat- 
ter publi¢ at this time. The purpose of the 
combine was to control legislation and sell 
legislation for the benefit of the members of 
the combine. 


Got $47,500 for Lighting Bill. 

‘‘ Shortly before the suburban bill the com- 
bine sold their votes on the lighting bills for 
$47,500. This money was handled by Kelly, 
and was paid to the members of the combine 
at a meeting arranged for that purpose at 
Julius Lehmann’s house. Each member of 
the combine received $2.500. I was present 
and saw that money paid to the various 
parties. 

** These are only two instances, but there

Did Not Think It Wrong. | 

“We did not look upon what we didasa 
serious crime, as it had gone on so long with- 
out interruption that it was not regarded 
by those who participated in it as morally 
wrong.

‘‘ After my indictment and the commence- 
ment of the boodle prosecutions the gang 
got together and raised money for the pur- 
pose of fighting the cases and to retain the 
supremacy of the gang.

Had Witnesses Posted. 

‘Julius Lehman, Edmund /Bersch, and 
John Helms acted as coachefs or drillmas-

“I communicated with Mr. Folk through 
a good friend of mine who is not a member 
of the gang, but Mr. Folk refused to make 
any terms whatever or give any promise as 
to what he would do in case I should return.

“I feel better and happier and my mind fs 
easier now than for months. I propose to 
give the state all the aid in my power, and 
L hope that my conduct will be such that in 
future years I may regain the confidence of 
my fellow citizens."’

Much Money for Bribes. 

‘The February grand jury made a report on 
the bribery combine last April, when it in- 
dicted several members of the assembly and 
the officers and representatives of the Sub- 
urban railway company, whose agents de- 
posited the $75,000 referred to in Murrell’s 
confessions. 

The Suburban railway wanted a franchise 
which would give valuable rights of way 
into the fair grounds and was willing to pay 
for it. Philip Stock, secretary of the brew- 
érs’ conibine, was employed by the Suburban 


combine. He agreed to pay $135,000 for the 
franchise. Of this sum $75,000 was deposited 
in a box to which Stock held one key and 
the combine agent, who now proves to be 
Murrell, held the other, and $60,000 was de- 
posited in another place to be released to 
the upper branch of the assembly on the 
passage of the franchise bill. 

This $60,000, the grand jury report de- 
clares, was not paid, owing to the failure of 
the ‘bill, to. Stock owing to injunctions ob- 
tained in the courts. : 

“The combine claimed it had done all it 
agreed to do and insisted upon full payment 
of the money. The council] money wes with- 
drawn by the bribers and the $75,000 for the 
house was claimed by the members, Murrell 
refusing to opem the box and allowing Stock 
to secure it. 

The quarrel grew so bitter that news of 
it reached Circult Attorney Folk, who had 
the courts enjoin the Safe Deposit company 
from allowing the box to be opened without 
a court order. ee 


One Boodler a Fugitive. 

Charles Kratz, one of the council combine, 
was indicted,.and when last heard of was in 
Mexico, where he was joined by Murrell. 

Emil A. Mysenberg, another council mem- 
ber, was indicted, tried, and convicted, and 
is now ting the case to the Supreme court. 

Julius Lehman of the house of delegates 
has been convicted of perjury, and several 
others indicted with him some months ago on 
the same general facts are awaiting trial. 

At the trial of the Mysenberg case Presi- 
dent Charlies A.. Turner of the Suburban 
company and one of the wealthiest men in 
St. Louis admitted on the stand that it was 
well understood in street car circles that 
stiff prices had to be paid for all legislation. 

Other instances were reférred to by the 
grand jury and it was estimated that the 
cases aggregated nearly a million dolla 
in bribes. One franchise for which the pro- 
moters ‘paid $250,000 was sold shortly after 
for, $1,250,000.

that Germany was perfectly within her legal 
rights in sinking the Crete-a-Pierrot, and 
she has secured a permanent and scrupulous 
respect for her mercantile flag throughout 
South American waters. No internationa) 
complications will follow, but it is impos- 
sible to overlook the danger that some sim!- 
lar incident in the future may drop the spark 
into the magazine of the Monroe doctrine.” 


Must Enlarge Monroe Doctrine. 


The Telegraph concludes with the opinion 
that the Monroe doctrine must either be 
widened or surrendered, and since it will 
never be abandoned, that it will inevitably 
be expanded. It says in conclusion: “‘ The 
Monroe doctrine has its duties as well as 
‘fits rights. The United States cannot per- 
manently defend the latter without assum-~- 
ing the former, and unless she censents to 
set up a court of claims at Washington for 
all South American republics and creates a 
naval force strong enough to insure accept- 
ance of her arbitration, there will always 
be danger that future incidents such as the 
sinking of the Crete-a-Pierrot may act on 
American popular opinion like the blowing up 
of the Maine.” 


Limitations to Monroeism. 


The Morning Post says the incident ,is 
particularly valuable as introducing some 
necessary limitations to Monroeism as set 
forth by President Roosevelt, and asks “if 
the punitive process should involve the oc- 
cupation of territory for its purposes what 
would be the attitude of the United States?’’ 

The Daily News publishes a striking anal- 
ogy of the personal characteristics of Em- 
peror William and President Roosevelt and 
refers to the possibilities of two men “ of 
such amazing energy, who have so far only 
served their apprenticeship’ being brought 
into a ‘“‘ conflict so powerful and so piquant 
that the faintest hint of .it is sufficient to 
send a wave of excitement throughout the 
continents. 


“Tf the Panther’s action was meant asa 
hint to America, President Roosevelt,"’ con-— 
tinues the News, “has astutely turned a 
blind eye to the signal; he declines to see any 
hint. A smaller man than the president 
would be tempted, under such circumstances, 
to play to the galleries. He has acted with 
characteristic good sense in brushing the 
matter aside as a trivial incident which has 
illuminated by its brief flash the vast sea 
of possibilities that would have to be faced 
should the old world ever come into direct 
conflict with Monroeism.”. 

The Standard says: ‘‘ Germany has re- 
sented interference with her commerce by 
the anarchical West. Indian blacks and has 
performed a regular and commonplace ac- 
tion with the maximum -of emphasis, and 
that is all,”’ | 


Press Comment in Berlin.

TREATY ABOLISHING THE LIKIN 
TAX IS COMPLETE. 


New Agreement Regarded in London 
as a Triumph for British Diplomacy 
~—Conecurrence of the Powers Is 
Necessary—Russia and France May 
Object—Anxiety in England for the 
Island of St. Vincent—Boer Gener- 
als Begin Tour.

LONDON, Sept. 9, 3 a. m.—The new Anglo- 
Chinese treaty is hailed as a signal triumph 
for British diplomacy, and Sir James Mac- 
Kay’s achievement in persuading the Chi- 
nese government to strike off the heaviest 
fetters that have hitherto impeded foreign 
commerce with the celestial empire is lauded 
to the skies. 

It is fully recognized here, however, that 
the abolition of the likin cannot become an 
accomplished fact without the concurrence 
of all the powers. Russia has not_yet dis- 
closed her hand. Her commercial*’interests 
in China are ineonsiderable, and she may 
object to an arrangement which will be prin- 
cipally for the benefit of England. Cer- 
tainly whatever Russia does will be duly 
supported by France. 


All the Powers Benefited. 


On the other hand, the advantage to all na- 
tions having important commercial relations 
with China is manifest, and no opposition is 
anticipated from America or Germany. It 
is hoped that Russia and France will con- 
sider the treaty on its merits, and not allow 
economic reform to be blocked by any of the 
difficulties and jealousies which are only too 
apt to make the European concert inhar- 
monious and ineffective; but even assuming 
that all the powers approve Sir James Mac- 
Kay's agreement, the task of carrying it out 
cannot fail to be one of immense difficulty. 


Anxiety for St. Vincent. 


Further news from the island of St. Vincent 
is awaited with painful interest. The future 

f the island isin jeopardy, and investigation 

rom a scientific standpoint seems absolutely 
necessary. Secretary Chamberlain has given 
no indication of his intentions in the matter, 
but it is believed that he favors the appoint- 
ment of a commission of inquiry. 


Boer Generals Begin Tour. 


According to present arrangements, the 
Boer generals will leave London today for 
Holland. A program setting forth future 
plans, and also specifying what means they 
intend to take in order to raise funds for al- 
leviating the poverty and distress caused by 
the war in south Africa, will be published 
shortly.

CUBAN HOUSE TAKES UP LOAN. 


Various Suggestions Made Regarding 
Best Method of Borrowing $35,000-, 
000 It Is Intended to Secure. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

HAVANA, Sept. 8.—The house of repre- 
sentatives today discussed the bill provid- 
ing fer a loan of $35,000,000. An amendment 
was offered providing that the loan consist 
of two issues, one of $4,000,000 and the other 
of $31,000,000, if the president so desires, 
but both issues to be part of the same tran- 
saction, to be covered by the customs rev- 
enue in general and 10 per cent of the cus- 
toms and the tax on the consumption of 
alcohol in particular. 

The amount that would be raised from the 
second source is estimated at $1,500,000. It 
was decided not to establish a lottery. This 
motion had the support of a majority of the 
members, but objections were raised. 

Another amendment was submitted pro- 
posing a loan of $40,000,000, which should 
not be made until the budget was passed. 
The proposer of the second amendment cen- 
sured the executive for attempting to have 
the loan bill passed before the budget was 
approved. 

It was also proposed that the ordinary 
budget be made to show a surplus of $3,000,- 
000, thus meeting the requirements of the 
Platt amendment. 


THREE KILLED IN RAX ALPS. 


Victims Who Died Last Sunday Bring 
Total for Present Season Up 
to Thirty-two. 


VIENNA, Sept. 8.—There were three fatal 
Alpine accidents last Sunday. Three mem- 
bers of the Vienna Social and Touring club, 
while ascending the Rax Alps, lost their way. 
Two of the climbers fell a distance of 600 
feet and were killed. The third member of 
the party, who survived, was obliged to stand 
upright upon a narrow ledge of rock from 
noon of Sunday until 10 o’clock Monday 
morning, when he was rescued. 

A maker of musical instruments, while on 
a climbing expedition, fell and broke his neck 
on the Klestergesteig, near Vienna. 

The death record on the Rax Alps for the 
present season has now reached the total of 
thirty-two persons.

VOLCANO CHANGES FACE OF 
BRITISH ISLAND. 


New Ridges, Valleys, and Ravines Are 

Formed by Almost Constant Erup- 
tion of La Soufriere — Land Spreads 
Farther Seaward—Northwestern Es- 
tates Are Covered with from Ten to 
Twenty Inches of Gritty Substance— 
Arrow Root and Cocoa Are Ruined. 


KINGSTOWN, Island of St. Vincent, Satur- 
day, Sept. 6.—[Delayed.]|—The eruption of 
La Soufriere has been constant since Sept. 
3. The Rabacca.river is a stream of fire a 
quarter of a mile or more wide. Th§ greater 
part of the Rabacca estate is wrapped in 
vapor and there are mimic eruptions every- 
where. The river bed is continuously throw- 
ing up columns and dense clouds of steam, 
mud, and pebbles. The land has spread 
farther seaward and is changing consider- 
ably the appearance of the district. 

The mountain is considerably lower than 
before Sept. 3 and the appearance of the 
summit has changed. A large proportion 
has evidently been blown off and the hill 
has a much more jagged contour. 

New ridges, valleys, and a strange ravine 
have been cut in the west side of the volcano, 
down to what was formerly the Carib settle- 
ment of Haracai.

REMORSE TELLS A SECRET 


NEW ORLEANS WOMAN REVEALS 
MYSTERY OF FRIEND’S DEATH. 


Drowning of Baril C. Lakens on Even- 
ing of Aug. 31 Believed to Have Been 
an Accident Until Mrs. Kate Jarreau 
Confesses to Coroner That She 
Pushed Him from Deck of Yacht— 
Another Member of the Party Disap- 
pears with Dead Man’s Wife. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 8.—[{Special.J—A 
woman’s conscience compelled her to reveal 
today the mystery in the death of Earl C. 
Lukens, manager of the New Orleans branch 
of the Internatjonal Correspondence school. 
Lukens was believed to have been accident- 
ally drowned on the evening of Aug. 31. 

On that evening a party boarded the yacht 
Indian for a sail down the river. On the 
yacht’s return it was announced that Lukens 
had accidentally fallen overboard and 
drowned. His body was recovered two days 
later. At the time it was believed that the 
party on the yacht was made up of men only. 


Woman Pushed Him Overboard. 

Today Mrs. Kate Jarreau, the young wife 
of a traveling man, confessed to Coroner 
Richard that she was one of the party on 
the yacht, and that she had pushed Lukens 
overboard. 

Mrs. Jarreau said that she had been ban- 
tered by Lukens and had warned him that 
if he kept on she would throw him over- 
board. He had continued, and she had made 
good her threat. He did not come up at 
once, but the members of the party were not 
alarmed, as he was a splendid swimmer. 
Finally the crowd had become frightened 
and a search was made for the body. It had 
been unsuccessful. 

Mrs. Jarreau went on to say that she had 
wished to tell the truth about the affair on 
the night of the drowning, but had been pre- 
vented by Hans Reig, a member of the party, 
who had warned everybody that in justice to 
her good name they should all stick to the 
accident theory. 4

It was also learned that Reig had beena 
constant cavalier of Mrs. Lukens, wife of the 
dead man, and that prior to purchasing his 
own ticket Reig had bought her transporta- 
tion for St. Louis. The records of the coro- 
ner’s office showed that Reig had secured 
the money found on Lukens’ person on an 
order signed by the widow. 

The police are now after Reig and Mrs, 
Lukens... Except for the fact that they were 
headed for St. Louis whén they left New 
Orleans Saturday morning there is no clew 
to their whereabouts. 

Reig has been in New Orleans for some 
years. He was an advertising man and for 
a time worked in Ohio on different dailies. 
He left a wife here. Mrs. Lukens is com- 
paratively young and quite handsome. She 
and her husband had not been on good terms 
for some months. 

The other young men who completed the 
yachting party are men of prominence in 
yachting and business circles. 


YOUTH DROWNS IN FUTILE

Dentist Waach Makes Certain 
the Identification of the 
Towa Suicide. 


NEW WOMAN IN CASE, 


‘Marderer’s Death Leaves the | 


Strange Case a Seemingly 
Tnexplicable Mystery. 


All doubt as to the complete identification 
of the body of William J. Bartholin, foundin 
the flax field near Richville, Ia., was dis- 
pelld last night when Dr. H. C. Waach, Bar- 
tholin’s Gentist, declared that the crown and 
bridge work on the teeth of the lower jaw- 
bone taken from the body had been put into 
Bartholin’s mouth by him six years ago. 

Dr. Waach went further than this. He 

the sound teeth in the jaw as be- 
jonging to Bartholin, and gave his reasons 
for being positive in his recollection. The 
identification being compiete, Lieut. Andrew 
Rohan declared that so far as Bartholin’s 
connection with the case was concerned the 
police were satizfied the end of their investi- 
gations had been reached. 


Dentist Identifies the Teeth. 


Dr. Weach met Lieut. Ro in the office 
of Dr. A. J. Coey, in the Venetian bu-iding, 
at 6 o'clock in the evering. He was shown 
the lower jawbone taken from Bartholin’s 


body. 

“After seeing that work on the teeth there 
ig fo Goubt in my mind that it is the same 
work I did for William Bartholin in 1896, 
said the dentist. “I recognize it from the 
nature of the gold used, and also from the 

? makeup and character of the work. 
1 oan identity the front teeth as Bartholin's., 
also, 1 speak of his natura) teeth. At the 
time he came to me he had had his upper 
teeih taken out. 1 remember saying to him 
that it was a shame that he shouid have 
lost them, because, from the nature of his 
remaining lower teeth, there was no doubt 
ii my mind but that his uppers might have 
teen saved. So, having that conversation 
with him at the time, my attention was, of 
course, Daturally drawn to the condition 
and shape of these natura! incisor teeth. 

“To prove further that the br.dgcs wers 
made by the same man, there is a die piate 
‘meade and handled by most of the dental 
supply houses after which these cusps were 
wedged. The cusps here can be identified. 
L forget the name of the die plate,-but I can 
produce it at any time. These teeth can 
be identified from that particular die plate 
“used at that time. 


Hemembers About the Bill, Too. 

“More than that, if you want any further 
Mentification you will find in these cusps 
& copper alloy of gold, thinner than the 
average gold used by dentists. I made for 
Wiham Bartholin an upper plate at that 
time, but I do not think that he could have 
been wearing the same plate at the time of 
his death, because when I made it he had 
mot had his teeth out long, and it is not 
likely that the plate would have fitted him 
for more: ‘@ year or two it was 
made." 

Dr. Waach threw a little additional light 
on Bartholin’s methods by adding that the 
mother had been forced to pay the greater 
eri of his dentist bill, and that it had never

ear ride which terminated in the murder 
of Miss Mitchell at Seventy-fourth and 
Siate streets. The motive of that murder 
is believed to have been her discovery of the 
murder of Mrs. Bartholin and her threat to 
expose the young man. 

wWwaita the death of the girl Bartholin had 
no further motive to remain in the city. He 
was seen at his home on July 31 and the 
morning of Aug. 5 at the home of William 
Underberg, 6513 Greenwood avenue. ‘Then, 
driven by fear of capture. he stught safety 
on lowa farms, where remorse finally drove 
him to suicide. 


Many Articles Are Missing. 


‘Articles connected with the case that 
never have been accounted for in addition 
to the $250 supposed to have been in the 
possession of Mrs, Bartholin and the cloth- 
ing of Miss Mitchell are the following: 

Three diamond rings and one gpld watch be- 
longing to Mrs. Bartholin. 

The plain gold ring worn by Miss Mitchell when 
she disappeared. ; 

The striped suit of clothes worn by Bartholin 
when last seen. 

The pass keys to the house Bartholin is known 
to have carried. 

Another phase of the case which never has 
been satisfactorily expiained js the sudden 
exodus of the roomers. Milton L. R. Ea- 
wards and E. Orson Hunter left the city hur- 
riedly, July 31. Thompson clised up the 
house and sought quarters elsewhere. Ed- 
wards said he was “ afraid’ to stay there 
longer, “‘for fear he would be murdered.”’ 
Hunter said Thompson told him to get out, 
as he “ intended to close the house.’’ Thx mp- 
son's reason for leaving, given to Inspector 
Hunt, was because Mrs. Bartholin and 
“will” had disappeared, and he knew of 
nothing else to do.

The motives which prevailed in the whole 
case still are a mystery, and there is little 
prospect of their ever -being known. The 
confession left by the murderer indicated 
that he knew of the arrest of Thompson, 
Counselman, and Claffy, yet no one with 
whom he associated after his departure 
from Chicago has been found who ever saw 
him purchase or read a newspaper. Per- 
haps in the future some person will offer the 
key to the case, which has proven the great- 
est mystery in the history of the Chicago 
police.

FIND THREE DEAD; 
_ START INQUIRY. 


Discovery of Bodies by Plumb- 
ers Brings a Search by 
Coroner Traeger. 


BOX WITH TWO BABIES. 


— 


Remains of Man May Be Evidence 
of a Murder Committed a 
Long Time Ago. 


The discovery of three human bodies at 2709 
and 2711 State street has started an investi- 
gation of the premises by the police, the cor- 
ener, and the city health department. 

One of the bodies was that of an adult, and 
the authorities are prepared to believe either 
that a murder was committed, probably 
some months, or even a year, ago, or that it is 
simply eviderice of an illegal burial. It was 
found at 2711 State street. ~ 

The other two bodies were those of babies. 
They were found in a wooden: box, covered 
with sawdust in the undertaking establish- 
ment of Charlies Johnson, 2709 State street. 
The undertaker declares there was.but one 
body in the box, and he produced a burial 
permit for it. MeKissock, a plumb- 
er. 3151 Wentworth avenue, who made the 
discovery, asserts there were two bodies. 

On account of the suspicion which the find- 
ing of the bodies has aroused, a thorough 
examination of the premises will be made 
today to discover by excavating whether 
other remains have been buried there. 

There are surface indicat'ons which lead 
Coroner Traeger and the health authorities 


to suspect that the back yards of the two |- 


places may be found to contain the graves 
of other persons. 

McKissock, the plumber, was called to re- 
pair leaks in the water pipes at the two 
places three weeks ago. While digging un- 
der the rear steps of tlie house occupied by 
William Logan, 2711 at street, his epade 


hit a wooden box. Whe@&the had uncovered it 
he found it was a coffin, containing the bones 
of a man. 


Fails to Report Discovery. 

For some reason the plumber did not think 
seriously of his find. The coffin and the 
bones were thrown on a rubbish heap in 
the rear, from which they disappeared short- 
ly afterwards. 

Continuing his work, the plumber went 
into the undertaking establishment next 
door. He wanted a box to stand on, and 
his assistant secured one which was found 
to'be full of sawdust and heavy. 

Pushing aside the sawdust the plumber 
found, as he asserts, the bodies of two 
babies. Still he was not prompted to re- 
port his finding to the authorities, and it 
was a week later, in a roundabout way, that 
‘Policeman McLamore of the Cottage Grove 
avenue station learned of the discovery. 

McKissock previously had told Miles War- 
field, 164 Dearborn street, the owner of the 
building, of the finding of the body in the 
coffin. Mr. Warfield made an immediate 
search for the body where it had been 
thrown on the rubbish heap but could not 
find it. He did not report the matter. 

Policeman McLamore began his investi- 
gation a week later and he could not find 
any trace of the coffin or the body which 
it had held according to the plumber. John- 
gon, the undertaker, and tenants in the 
neighborhood were questioned and none 
would admit having seen either. Lieut. 
Moore detailed several detectives on the 
investigation but without results. 


Coroner Begins Inquiry. 
Coroner Traeger and the 
authorities were notified yesterday and a 
thorough inquiry into the mystery was begun 
at once. The undertaker, who is a colored 
man, denied any knowledge of the coffin, 
and asserted that the box of sawdust con- 
tained one body, that of the infant child of 
Mrs. Emma Nelson, 3519 Dearborn street. 
Johnson said that the woman had been too 
poor to bury the child when it died and that 
he had agreed to keep the body until she was 
able to pay for its funeral. The body was 
afterward buried, he said, and he produced 
a receipt for the interment at Oakwoods on 
Aug. 21 and a burial permit from the city 
health department. 


Insists There Were Two Bodies. 
The coroner had brought McKiesock with 
him, and the undertaker was confronted 
with the plumber. who asserted that the box 
had contained two bodies. ; 
“T can prove that by my assistant,’ he 
a 


‘‘There was only one body in the box.” 
declared the undertaker, “‘ and here is the 
certificate for that.’”’ 

It is a police theory that if the body of 
the adult is the evidence of a murder, it 
was committed several years ago when the 
place at 2711 State street was a resort oper- 
ated by a woman known as “ Bad Ann.” 
Fights and brawls were numerous there. 
The woman left the city two years ago, and 
her present whereabouts are not known. 

The plumber asserts that he found a quan- 
tity of quicklime scattered around the 
place where the coffin was found. It wasthe 
action of the lime. he said, which caused the 
leak in the pipes which brought him there. 
If quicklime was used it is admitted the 
body might have been placed there at a 
much later date than it was supposed at 


first. 
Health Officers May Search. 
eut. Moore does not believe a crime was 
 eaad and he does not believe there 
is need of further police investigation. Coro- 
ner Traeger declared that he had no excuse 
for activity, as no bodies could be produced. 


One has been lost, another buried, and the 


existence of the third is denied. What ac- 
tion is to be taken today will be under the 
direction of the city health department, 
which probably will order an investigation 
of the premises. 

“The city health department should deter- 
mine what disposition has been made of the 
bodies and whether an illegal traffic In bodies 
has been carried on,”’ said Mr. Traeger. ‘‘ It 
is the duty of the city officials to ascertain 
that.’’

* “SAVES LIFE OF A MAN. 


William Campton Stops Train in Ev- 
anston on Feeling That Something 
Is Wrong—Finds Youth on Rails. 


As one of the fast trains on the Chicago, 
and Northwestern railroad was running 
through Evansten shortly before daylight. 
vesterday morning the engineer, William 
Campton, was seized with a feeling that 
the track ahead of hm was not clear. Mg- 
na! and switch lights were set for a clear 
track and the brilliant electric headlight 
<howed no obstacle in front of the eng ne. 

The feeling would not leave him, and al- 
though he could sea no reason for the ac- 


-tion he shut off the steam and set the air 


brakes. The train came to a stop just north 
of Central street. Conductor M. Brown came 
running forward and made inquiries of En- 
gineer Campton. 

‘There is something wrong, but I do not 
know what it is,”’ said the engineer. “ Let's 
investigate a little.” 

The trainmen tock lanterns and went 
ahead. Under the front end of the pilot 
they found a young man lying between the 
rails. If the engine had gone ten feet far- 
ther he would have been crushed. He was 
unconscious and help was summoned from 
the police station.

Fund Contributions. 


PUBLICITY THE REASON. 


Compelling of “5 Per Cent” Do- 
nations Seemingly Dropped 
fora Time 


Yesterday was a red letter day at a number 
of state institutions in Illinois. It was pay 
day, a pay day that brought no call from the 
“slush fund" tax collector. For the first 
time in months there was, so far as could be 
learned, no open demand for voluntary con- 
tributions or 5 per cent deductions before 
the employés got their pay. 

Telegraphic inquiry showed that the pub- 
licity given the “5 per cent” levies had re- 
sulted in their abandonment, for a time at 
least. At Kankakee, where the tax was ad- 
mitted at the recent asylum investigation, 
the condition is thus described: 

“Bo far as can be learned every employé 
received the full amount of his salary. 
There were no assessments for political pur- 
pos¢s, as the term is generally understood.” 


Fear to Keep Their Money. 

That many employés who wish to keép 
their positions do not dare withhold their 
“ voluntary contributions’ is shown by the 
following statement from the asylum: 

“There is nothing to prevent employés 
from making ‘ voluntary 
amounting to 5 per cent of their pay, for 
campaign purposes, however, and it is the 
prevalent opinion that employés.of the hos- 
pital, from Supt. Corbus down, will continue 
to make this offering.”’ 

At the IHinois southern hospital for the in- 
sane at Anna the situation is stated thus: 

“ There’ has been: no general assessment 
from the employés this month, although Dr. 
Baker of the med‘cal staff has made collec- 
tions regularly from the employés hereto- 
fore. He has said, also, that there will be no 
more of it at present.” 

The employés of the Elgin asylum are anx- 
iously awaiting the arr.val of the October 
pay day. Heretofore they have been as- 
sessed 5 per cent regularly on the April and 
October pay days. The recent exposure, 
however, has given them hope that they too 
will be exempt this time. 

Ball Freed; Brings Suit. 

The charge of perjury brougnt by Trustee 
W. E. Murphy of the Kankakee asylum 
against Witness Harry H. Ball was dis- 
missed by Judge Chytraus during the after-

YE HOUSEKEEPERS 


In certain households parsley is always served 
with vinegar and salt afteronions. It is supposed 
to remove all odor from the breath. 


To make nut sandwiches chop the nuts (Eng- 
lish walnuts) fine, and, adding almonds and hick- 
ory nuts, butter two slices of bread and put on one 
thin layer of chopped nuts, salt, and grated cheese. 
Put the other piece of bread on it and spread 
lightly. 

An easy polish for the daily rubbing of the dining 
table is an emulsion made from two parts of tabie 
oll to one part of vinegar. This, applied with « 
soft cloth or flannel and rubbed afterward with a 
dry one, will be found efficient in removing all or- 
dinary stains. 

A fine treatment for scorched food is to take the 
kettle at once fromthe fire and set in a pan of 
cold water for a momentortwo. This will greatly 
subtract from the disagreeable taste of tHe slightly 
burned food. Of course, any reall urned bits 
should be at removed. 

In kitchens where economy of space is a consid- 
eration a combined kitchen table and cabinet is an 
advantage. It also saves many steps in the prepa- 
ration of a meal by keeping many needed articies 
within reach. It is made of hardwood, the top 
being forty-five inches long by thirty wide, with 
directly underneath sliding boards for meat and 
bread. The flour bin is fastened with automatic 
hangers, while all waste space is avoided by the 
three drawers just behind it. The four large front 
drawers will hold linen, kitchen dishes, cutlery,

veloped certain qualities which are essential 
in a soldier, In the first place, they are ac- 
customed to taking’ risks. 

“There are a great many men who are 
naturally brave, but who, being entirely un- 
accustomed to risks, are at first appalled by 
them. They are accustomed to enduring 
hardships; they are accustomed to irregular 
hours; they are accustomed.to act on their 
own responsibility, on their own initiative; 
and yet they are accustomed to obeying or- 
ders quickly. i, 

“ There is not anything more soul harrow- 
Ing for a man in time of war, or for a man 
engaged in a difficult job in time of peace, 
than to give an order and have the one ad- 
dressed say ‘ What?’ 


| Ever Ready to Obey Orders. 

“The railroad man has got to learn that 
when an order is issued there may be but a 
fraction of a second in - which to obey it. 
He has got to learn that orders are to be 
obeyed, and, om the other hand, that there 
will come plenty of crises in which there will 
be no orders to be obeyed, and he will have 
to act.for himeelt. 

“ Now, those are all qualities that go to the 
essence of good soldiership, and Iam not sur- 


' prised: at what Gen. Sherman said; I am not 


surprised that you would make good soldiers 
—I would be ashamed of you if you did not. 

“In raising my own regiment, which was 
raised mainly in ‘the southwest, partly in 
the territory in which Mr. Sargent himself 
served as a soldier at one time, in Arizona, 
I got a number of railroad men. Of course, 
the first requisite was that a man should 
know .how to shoot and how to ride. We 
were raising the regiment in a hurry, and 
we did not have time to teach him either. 
He had to know how to handle a horse and 
how to handle a rifle, to start with; but 
given the possession of those two qualities 
I found that there was no group of our citi- 
zens from whom better men could be dre wn 
to do a soldier’s work in a tight’ place and 
at all times than the railroad man. 


Beliéves in Organized Labor. 

“TI believe emphatically in organized labor. 
I believe in organizations of wage workers. 
Organization is one of thé laws of our social 
and economic development at this time. But 
I feel that we must always keep before our 
minds the fact that there is nothing sacred in 
the name itself... To call an organization an 
Organization does not make it a good one. 
The worth of an organization depends upon 
jis being handled with the courage, the skill, 
the wisdom, the spirit of fain dealing as be- 
tween man and man, and the wise self-re- 
straint which I am glad to be able to say your 
drotherhood has shown. 

‘‘¥You now number close upon 44,000 mem- 
‘ers. During the two years ending June 30 
last you paid into the genera! and beneficiary 
funds close upon $1,500,000. More than 


$6,500,000 have been paid in since the starting 


of the insurance clause.in the constitution-- 
have been paid to disabled members and their 
beneficiaries. Over 50 per cent of the amount 
paid was paid on account of accidents. Gen- 
tlemen, that is a sufficient commentary upon 
the kind of profession which 1s yours. 


Always Facing Death and Danger. 


“You face death and danger in time of 


peace, ae in time of war the men wearing 


lncle Sam's uniform must face them. Your 
work ishard. Do you suppose! mention that 
because I pity you? No—not a bit. I don’t 


_ pity any man who does hard work worth do- 


ing—I admire him. 

“TI pity the creature who does not work, 
at whichever end of the social scale he may 
regard himself as being. The law of worthy 
work well done is the law of successful 
American life. I believe in play, too—play, 
and play hard while you play; but don’t make 
the mistake of thitiking that that is the main 
thing. The work is what counts, and ifa 
man does his work well, and it is worth do- 
ing, then it matters little in which line that 
work is done—the man is a good American 
citizen. If he does his work in slipshod fash- 
jon, then, no matter what kind of work it is, 
he is a poor American citizen. 

**T speak to the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen, but what I say applies to all 
railroad men—not only to the engineers who 
have served an apprenticeship as firemen, to 
the conductors, who as a rule have served 
an apprenticeship as brakeman; but to all 
the men of all the organizations connected 
with railroad work. I know you do not 
grudge my saying that through you I am 
talking to all the railroad men of the country. 


Teaching Mutual Self-Help. 

“You, in your organization as railroad 
men, have taught two legssons—the lesson of 
how much can be accomplished by organi- 
gation, by mutual self-help of the type that 
helps another in the only way by which in 
the long run @ man who isa full grown man 
really can be helped—that is, by teaching 
him to.help himseif. You teach the bene- 
fits of organizations, and you also teach the 


\ indispensable need of keeping absolutely un- 


impaired the faculty of individual initiative, 
the faculty by which each man brings him- 
self to the highest point of parfection by 
exercising the special qualities with which 
he is himself endowed. 

“The brotherhood has developed to this 
enormous axtent since the days, now many 
years ago, when the first little band came 
together; and it has developed not by crush- 
out individual initiative, but by de- 
veloping it, by combining many individual 
initiatives. The Brotherhood of Firemen 
does much for all firemen, but I firmly be- 
lieve that the individual fireman since the 
growth of the brotherhood has been more, 
not less, efficient than he was twenty years 


ago. 

‘Membership in the brotherhood comes, 
as I understand it, after a nine months’ 
probationary pariod; after a man has shown 
his worth he is then admitted and stands on 
his footing as a brother. Now, any man 
who enters with the purpose of letting the 
brotherhood carry him is not worth much. 
The man who counts in the brotherhood is 
the man that pulls his own weight and a 
little more. 


Must Be Best of Individuals. 
“Much can be done by the brotherhood. 


I have just hinted in the general figures I )/g, 


gave yau at how much has been done, but it 
still remains true in the brotherhoood, and 
everywhere else throughout American life, 
that in the last resort nothing can supply 
the place of the man’s own individual quali- 
ties. We need those, no mattér how perfect 
the organization is outside. There is just as 
much need of nerve, hardihood, power to face 


. risks and accept responsibilities in the en- 


gineer and firemen, whether on a fiyer or a 
freight train, now as there ever was. 

* Much can be done by the association. A 
great deal can be accomplished by working 
each for all and all for each; but we must not 
forget that the first requisite in accomplish- 
ing that is that each man should work for 


" others by working for himself, by developing 
- his own capacity .

“In American citizenship we can succeed 
permanently only upon the basis of stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder, working in asso- 
clation by organization, each working for 
all, and yet remembering that we need each 
so to shape things that each man can de- 
velop to best advantage all the‘forces and 
powers at his command. — 


‘ Reason for Accomplishing Much. 


“In your organization you accomplish 
much by means of the brotherhood, but you 
accomplish it because of the men who Zo to 
make up that brotherhood. If you had ex- 
actly the organization, exactly the laws, ex- 
actly the system, and yet were yourselves a 
peor set of men the system would not save 
you. I will guarantee that from time to time 
you have men go in to try to serve for the 
nine months who prove that they do not have 
the stuff in them out of which you can make 
good men. 

“You have got to have. the stuff in you, 
and if you have got the stuff you can make 
out of it a much finer man by means of the 
association—but you have got to hav- the 
material out of which to make it. ' So it is in 
citizenship. 

“ We need good laws, we need a good funda- 
mental law of the type that we’call the con- 
stitution; but back of it all lies the need—for 
the lack of which nothing else can supply— 
the need for a higher average of individual 
citizenship. That we have got to have. 

“It is just as it is in war. hen we went 
into the Spanish war a lot of our 
national guards were armed .with the 
black .powder musket, a weapon which 


makes the rather crossbow recerft by 
comparison. It always irritates me to 
see any of our troops’ armed with 


such a weapon. I want to see each man have 
the best weapon; but if the man is a poor 
creature no matter how good his weapon 
is he will be beaten by a good man witha 
club. I want the best type of weapon, but 
I want the man behind the gun. 


Lesson of the Battlefields. 


“‘ And now let me say a word, speaking not 
merely especially to the brotherhood, but 
speaking to all our citizens. Gov. McMillin, 
Mr. Mayor: I fail to see how any American 
can come to Chattanooga and-go over ‘the 
great battlefields in the neighborhood, the 
battlefields here in this state and fust across 
the border in my mother’s state of Georgia, 
how any American can come here and see 
evidences of the mighty deeds done by the 
men who wore the blue and the men who 
wore the gray—I fail tosee how any man can 
come here and look upon these evidences and 


| not go away a better American, prouder of

Gen. Boynton. Under one of the confederate 
generals, Gen. Wheeler, I myself served. In 
my regiment there served under me in the 
ranks a eon of Gen. Hood, who commanded 
at that time the confederate army against 
Gen. Sherman. 

All Sections Now as One. 

“The only captain whom I had the op- 
portunity of promoting to first rank and 
to whom this promotion was given for gal- 
Jantry on the field, was Micah Jenkins of 
uth Carolina, the son of a confederate 
general whose name you will find recorded 
among those who fought at Chickamauga. 
Two of my captains, and by a strange fatal- 
ity, the best two captains, ware killed at 
Santiago—one was Allyn ‘apron, the fifth 
in line who from father to son had served 
in the regular army of the United States; who 
had served in every war in which our country 
had been engaged. The other, Bucky O'Neill 
~—his father had fought under Meagher, when 
on the day at Fredericksburg his brigade left 
more men under the stone wall than any 
other brigade did. , 

“T had; my regiment men from the north 
and south, men from the east and west: 
men whose fathers had fought under Grant, 
and whose fathers had fought under Lee: 
college graduates, capitalists’ sons, wage- 
workers, the man of means, and the man 
who all his life had owed each day’s bread 
to the/day’s toil. I had Catholic, Protestant, 
Jew, and gentile. 

*“ Yesterday, in passing over the Chick- 
amauga battiefield, I was immensely struck 
by the monument raised by Kentucky to the 


| unlom and confederate soldiers from Ken- 


y 


“It is a fine thing for our people that we, 
should have those qualities in evidence be- 


\ tuéky who fell on that battlefield. The in- 
scription reads as follows: 

“* As we are united#in life, and they united 
in death, let one mo ent perpetuate their 
deeds; and one peopl@® forgetful of all asper- 
ities, forever hold in grateful remembrance 


| all the glories of that terrible conflict which 


made all men free and retained every star 
on the nation’s flag.’ 

“ That is a good sentiment. That is a sen- 
timent by which we can all stand. And, O, 
my friends, what does that sentiment have 
as its underlying spirit? The spirit of broth- 
erhood. 

‘“*I firmly believe in my countrymen, and, 
therefore, I believe that the chief thing nec- 
essary in order that they shall work together 
is that they shall know one another; thatthe 
northerner shall know the southerner and 
the man of one occupation know the man of 
enother occupation: the man who workS in 
one walk of life know the man who works in 
another walk of life, sothat we may realize 
that the things that divide us are superficial, 
are unimportant, and that we are and must 
ever be knit together into one indissoluble 
mass by our American manhood.”’ 

The president and his party reached the 
courthouse later than expected, and Mr. 
Roosevelt's remarks necessarily were brief. 


Braves Storm at Knoxville. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Sept. 8&.—President 
Roosevelt braved the elements late this aft- 
ernoon and, in defiance of a hard rain.storm, 
was driven through streets lined with people 
to a stand on Main avenue, nearly a mile 
from the depot, where he spoke to 12,000 
persons, who stood in quiet whilea drenching 
rain poured down upon them. President 
Roosevelt spoke as follows: 

“My fellow citizens and countrymen: I 
shall ‘detain you for but a short time. I 
wish to thank you for having come out in 
this weather. Somebody asked me when it 
was raining so hard whether I would come 
up here anyway. I told them I guessed if 
you could stand it I could. 

“T want to say how much I appreciate 
your having come out to see me, and take it 
that your national guard are not fair weath- 
er soldiers. 

“It has been an inspiration to come 
through east Tennessee today as Ihave. I 
am sorry, for my sake, that the rain should 
have come at this particular moment, but 
you needed it, and Iam glad you have got it. 


Tells of Visit to Battlefields. 


‘* Yesterday I spent the time going over the 
great battlefields of Chickamauga and Chat- 
tanooga, partly within the boundaries of 
your own state and partly within the bound- 
aries of my mother’s state of Georgia. 

** Now, I come here along the upper waters 
of the Tennessee to the seat of the first com- 
munity settled by people of our stock, on the 
waters which flow. into the gulf of Mexico. 
It was six years before the otitbreak of the 
revolutionary war that the first little set- 
tlement out of which grew the great state 
of Tennessee was founded, and it was here 
in this region that the mounted: riflemen 
gathered under the leadership of Sevier, the 
shaft in memory of whom you see there— 
gathered to go across the mountdins and 
strike at King’s mountain the decisive blow 
which in the end freed the southern states in 
the revolutionary war. Right from the be- 
ginning the Tennésseeans showed them- 
selves to be typical Americans in the way 
in which they proved their ability to con- 
tend in time of peace. 

‘*Great has been Tennessee's share in the 
leadership of the country, alike in war and 
peace. Because, my fellow countryman, 
while you have been a great agricultural 
state, while you are now rapidly becoming 
in this section one of the greatest industrial 
centers of the entire country, you have acted 
throughout with credit. Though it is great 
to produce the works of man, it is greater 
still to produce man himself. 

** Now, I shall try to talk no longer—I won't 
melt, myself—your umbrellas are inthe way. 
And all I will say is, I am much obliged to 
you for coming out, and I hope you ere one- 
half as glad to see me as I am to see you.”’

POST HOSPITAL 
UNFIT FOR US 


Army Officers Declare Build- 
ings at Rock Island a Dis- _ 
grace to Service. 


RELICS OF CIVIL WAR. 


Many Veterans Going to Nation- 
al Reunion May Have to 
Sleep in Tents.

Rock Island Post. The present building 

. is an old frame af- 
fair, originally a temporary erection during 
the civil war, more than thirty-five years 
ago, when the island was occupied as a post 
for the detention of prisoners of war. ,It 
is entirely unfit for the purpose. It is drafty, 
leaky, and rotten. It is almost a cruelty to 
the patient to place him in such a building 
for treatment, where blankets must be hung 
around his bed in cold weather to keep off 
the draft, and his bed moved from place to 
place in wet weather to avoid rain. 

The inspector general of this district, in 
his last report of the inspection of the poat, 
states that this building is ‘* utterly unfit 
for hospial purposes and not worth repair- 
ing.”” It is recommended that an effort be 
again made to obtain an appropriation for 
a new hospital. Estimates have been re- 
peatedly submitted, and are again included 
this year. 5 

The building now used as a stable is another 
of the old prison structures of the war of 
1861-1865. It has been patched up and re- 
paired from time to time as far as possible, 
but. has finally about reached the limit of 
such temporizing measures. It is almost 
unsafe for horses, and so rotten and dry as 
tc be a menace in its possibility of destruc- 
tion by fire.

The three outside 
buildings will provide quarters for 2,400 
‘more, making the total quarters already 
arranged for 5,700.

Mr. Dingman has carefully inspected every 
vacant building in the city that could in any 
possible manner be fhade use of. He finds 
not only that the rents asked in most in- 
stances are prohibitive, being several times 
the normal rent for a month, but that the 
sanitary arrangements are such that the 
health department would not permit a large. 
ross gt of men to be quartered in the build- 
ngs. 

This morning Mr. Dingman called at the 
war department to consult with the quarter- 
master’s department regarding the furnish- 
ing of army tents: to accommodate the re- 
maining 2,800 veterans. These tents will be 
made use of only as a last resort, but, in 
view of the present situation, no other way 
out of the difficulty can be discerned.

WANT NO STORE SCHOOL, 


MERCHANTS GENERALLY OPPOSE 
NEW YORK PLAN. 


Majority Declare That Institution to 
Educate Girls for Store Work as 
Proposed in the East Is Unnecessary 
in Chicago —Some, However, See 
Good in the Idea—Supt. Cooley Says 
Educators Here Will Not Imitate 
the Scheme. 


Shop girls are to be trained in New York 
City and the board of education there is to 
undertake the task. It has been decided to 
establish a model department store in minia- 
ture, where girls can be taught to measure 
goods, make change, write a légible hand, 
and,’ above all, learn how to bow and smile 
when tempers and ruffied and customers out 
of sorte. 

New York is to try it as an experiment. 
A Chicago merchant was cruel enough tosay 
yesterday that “it could not turn out much 
worse clerks than New York's present sup- 
ply.” Whether this is true, the board of 
education there has planned a course of 
work. It is to extend over two years and to 
be a department in a general trades school 
that will fit girls for every line of business 
now open to them. 

They are to be taught penmanship, ste- 
nography, commercial arithmetic, millinery, 
dressmaking, and commerce by teachers who 
have had experience. It is a new departure 
in that it has never been tried by a board of 
education in any large city, and, according 
to Supt. Cooley, it is not going to be tried 


here. 


Doubt School’s Practicability. 


Chicago merchants do not agre on the 
school’s practicability. Some of them say 
Chicago girls do not need to waste two 
years learning how to become good sales- 
women, for “ here it takes only two weeks. 
Others do not see how even the New York 
board of education can afford to supply the 
girls with materials. A few, however, de- 
clare that the scheme is a good one, and, if 
properly handled, should succeed. ) 

‘‘T doubt whether the school can be made 
a success,’ said Mr. Leon Mande! of Mandel 
Bros. “It cannot give the girls practical 
knowledge. If worked along the lines of a 
business college it might be of value, but 
the best school is actual experience. A 
girl must start at the bottom and work her 
way up, as does a boy. This she can best do 
in the store itself. 

“The laws do not permit children to work 
before they are 14 years of age. By that 
time the grammar echool should have taught 
them to write well. At 16, when most of 
them go to work, they are intelligent enough 
to take up actual work, and a school of the 
New York type can do them but little good. 
Our girls are well enough versed in the rules 
of politeness and are courteous enough not 
to need much further training." 


Say School Is Not Needed. 


Another leading merchant who sees no rea- 
son for the school is H. G. Seifridge of Mar- 
shall Field & Co. 

“There is no need of such a school,” said 
he. ‘“* The girls must learn the practical side 
of the work, and that cannot be taught ina 
so-called model school. The only appren- 
ticeship needed is that of actual work. Iam 
surprised that such a scheme has been put 
on foot.”’ 

Isaac Keim of Siegel, Cooper & Co. was 
surprised when told of the plan. ‘ Yet,’ he 
said, it teaéhes the girls to measure 
goods properly, to talk politely, and act cour- 
teously it will be a success. I like the idea, 
We are doing a similar work, and have been 
for years. When a girl enters our employ 
she goes to such a school for two hours a day 
during her first two weeks here. It is an ap- 
prenmtice school, and such an institution as 
the New York one would make ours unnec- 
essary. A girl must learn from actual ex- 
perience, but she can learn faster when once 
given the rudimentary training.”’ 


Chicago Will Not Imitate. 


Supt. Cooley said the Chicago public 
schools would not establish any such schools, 
adding: 

‘* The studies given in our domestic science 
course are identical with those that are pro- 
posed for the course for saleswomen in the 
New York schools. : 

“ A large number of saleswomen attend the, 
night schools, but they go there to study 
domestic science and not shop work. We do 
not teach nursing or store practice, but we 
instruct in every other branch named in the 
New York curriculum.” 


ATHLETE DIES DURING A TEST. 


George Vesely Is Overcome While Per- 
forming on the Horizontal Bar at 
the Baltimore Carnival.

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MINISTERS ACT IN STRIKE. 


URGE SUBMISSION OF COAL TROU- 
BLE TO ARBITRATION. 


Pass Resolution Saying That No Agree- 
ment Seems Probable and Public Is 
Suffering—Want State Power In- 
voked to Force a Compromise—One 
Man Is Killed and One Fatally In- 
jured in a Contest with the Miners’ 
Pickets. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 8.—At the weekly 
meeting today of the Methodist ministers 
of this city a resolution was adopted calling 
upon Gov. Stone, President Baer of the 
Reading company, and President Mitchell 
of the United Mineworkers of America to 
end the strike in the coal regions. The reso- 
lution is as follows: 

* Resolved, seeing that this matter has be- 
come one in which every person is interested, 
That we, as citizens and as ministers, repre- 
senting communities upon which this strike 
has entailed suffering, request the contend- 
ing parties, In the interest of the general 
weal, to at once take such measures as shall 
terminate the c. ition of things now pre- 
vailing. 

“We recommend that, if unable to settle 
their differences between themselves, as ap- 
pearances now indicate, they submit the 
matter for final adjustment to immediate 
arbitration. 

“We recommend also that the authorities 
of the sfate use the full power which the 
law, or their positions, may give them to 
the end that a settlement of the strike be 
made and this peril to the welfare of the 
country be averted.” 


Fatal Encounter at Maltby. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 8 —A fight today 
between striking miners at Maltby resulted 
in the death of one man and the fatal injury 
of another. Both victims were Italians. The 
man killed was Sistieno Vancastelli, aged 36 
years. His companion, Frank Portay, was 
stabbed several times and is in the Wilkes- 
barre hospital not expected to live. 

All last night strikers gathered in the 
vicinity of the Maltby mine of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal company at Maltby, and the 
Harry E. colliery at Forty-Fort. It was 
rumored that both of these mines were to 
start today with a full force of men. A 
number of strikers on guard at the Maltby 
colliery saw two men approaching carrying 
guns. The pickets came to.the conclusion 
that they were nonunion men going to work. 
The strangers said they were starting ona 
hunting trip and that they were union min- 
ers. The strikers did not understand what 
was said and a fight ensued, and soon the two 
Italians were lying in a pool of blood in the 
roadway. 

A number of coal and iron policemen were 
on the scene a few minutes after the dis- 
charge of the gun was heard. They found 
Vancastelli dead and Portay unconscious. 

Martin and John Mahonie were drrested 
tonight, charged with being the leaders of 
the riot. The prisoners were arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Pollock and committed to 
jail without bail. 


Fear Mob Will Take Prisoner. 


Hiram Fisher, who is charged with shéot- 
ing a Polish woman last night at Edwards- 
ville, was today removed to the hospital in 
this city. Fears were entertained that he 
would be taken from the lockup and hanged. 
All night long a mob surrounded the build- 
ing, and was so threatening that Burgess 
Dando was afraid to give the accused man a 
hearing.

| Gen. ‘Samner Is Ordered“ 


. Advance Against the 
Hostile Natives, 


IN UNKNOWN DISTRICT 


Campaign in Maciu Intended to 
Subdue All Unruly Tribes — 
in Mindanao. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

MANILA, Sept. 8.—The Moro situation has 
reached a crisis. Gen. Chaffee has ordered 
Gen. Sumner to advance into the Macis 
country, which is a stronghold of a majority 
of the hostile Moros, and where most of the 
recent attacks on the Americans originated. 
' Gem. Sumner will have eight companies of 
infantry, two troops of cavalry, and a bat- 
tery of artillery, and will use Camp Vicars 
as his base. He will protect all friendly 
Moros and subdue the hostile ones. He alse 
will exact a substantial pledge from the lat- 
ter that they will keep the peace in ths 
future. The campaign will begin in a week. 

The Maciu district is partly unknown, but 
it ie believed that there are several More 
strongholds there. 


Chaffee Tells of Attacks. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8—The war de 
partment has received a cable dispatch from 
Gen. Chaffee, dated Manila, Sept. 6, stat- 
ing that an attack was made on the United 
States troops at Matiling Falls, seven miles 
from Camp Vicars, by Moros, on Sept. 1. 
First Lieut. William M. Parker, Tenth in- 
fantry, and two soldiers were wounded and 
one soldier killed. Gen. Chaffee also says:

Some time ago Gen. Chaffee asked for au-' 
thority to attack the Moros immediately, 
but he was advised that the department 
wished to, avoid hostilities if possible. At 
the same time it has long been the belief of 
officials of the department that an aggres- 
sive campaign in Mindanao is inevitable. 


HAS PRAISE FOR THE FILIPINOS. 


Maj. Cornelius Gardener Says Natives 
Have Been Abused and Some Day 
Will Surprise the World. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 8.—[Special. }— 
“I tried only to do my duty. I belong t@ 
the army and not to politics or to those 
seeking the notoriety that political speeches 
and intrigues bring. I meade reference to 
the water cure, as I saw it had a bad effect 
upon the natives and I believed it should 
be stopped.”’ 

That was the statement of Maj. Cornelius 
Gardener, late military and civil govérnot 
of the province of Tayabas, island of Luzon, 
and who returned from the Philippines yes 
terday after three years’ stay in the is 
lands. 

“In December I sent a confidential report 
to the secretary of war, or at least whatlI 
supposed was a confidential report,” sald 
Maj. Gardener, In speaking of the much 
mooted water cure administered to Filipinos 
by American goldiers. 

“ As governor of Tayabas I was askedte 
make a report on the conditions there. Unt 
fortunately my report, or a part of it, crept 
into the newspapers and into politics—thete 
was a leak somewhere. In that report i 
criticised the manner in which some things 
were being done by certain individual 
officers, whose acts I believed contrary @ 
what the government desired should be tie 
means employed to bring peace and harmony 
among the natives. 

“The Filipinos are hungry for education 
They have been lied about, and misrepre 
sented, and misjudged, but the fact remains 
they desire our education and our civilisa- 
tion. Why, I have here with me a young 
Filipino, Emila De Gala, whom I am send 
ing to the University of Michigan, wher 
he will enter the medical department after 
taking a preparatory course. He is not the 
first that has-.gone to that institution from 
the province of which I was governor. 

“There are a dozen towns in Tayabas 
province that are making up subscriptions 
to keep as many young Filipinos in Amer 
ean institutions of learning as they cam pot 
sibly afford. 

‘That water cure business? Well, te 
faet is, I made the reference to the water 
cure practice among soldiers sanctioned 
by some officers because I saw it madea bad 
impression upon the Filipinos.- They were 
and are a much abused people. I becameas 
intimate with them as any officer, andl 
tried to do my duty as an officer and a mam. 

‘“*T belong to the army, and the army hae 
done glorious work out there. The war 
now over, and I think we can afford to ® 
generous as well as just with the Filipingt 
Give them an equal chance at education asi@ 
civilization and they will surprise you.”

What the Indians thought of the drama or 
of their counterfeit presentments by white 
men on the stage could never be told,from 
their expressionless, sphinx-like features. 
What the remainder of the audience thought 
was clearly shown by the applause which 
was showered in profusion upon Mr. Skin- 
ner, Miss Durbin, and the company.

However that may all be, there is no one 
to quarrel with Mrs. Catherwood for seizing 
upon the incident out of which to coin her 
romance, and Mr. Skinner is to be congrat- 
ulated upon obtaining so fanciful and charm- 
ing an idea on which to build his play. There 
is no doubt that Mr. Skinner has made a suc- 
cessful dramatization of the book, although 
in doing so he had to sacrifice much of the 
material used by Mrs. Catherwood, which 
while acecptable in the novel would have 
greatly cluttered the play and retarded the 
dramatic action. In short. he has clarified 
the story and has made a play which moves 
swiftly and smoothly toward the objective 
climax. Such material as he has interpo- 
lated is fairly consistent and the changes he 
has made in the story and the characters 
really aid the auditor’s comprehension of 
what the author is trying to relate... Some 
of the comedy, while of the conventional 
sort, is quite amusing and serves to lighten 
the romantic gloom which surrounds the 
part of the lost Dauphin and permeates to 
other characters as well. 

That the work of dramatizing the story 
has been successfully done without material 
injury to the romantic central idea is due 
enttrely to Mr. Skinmer’s intimate knowledge 
of stagecraft and theatrical effects. An im- 
mense amount of labor has been put on the 
play. both in written dialogue and stage busi- 
mess, and it is not too much to say that it is 
one of the most successful at turning a nove] 
into a’ drama that the theater has seen in 
some time. The cutting away of extraneous 
matter and the simplification of the part of 
Bagle helped immensely in the work of pre- 
senting a coherent and consecutive play. 

It may almost go without saying that the 
personalities of Mr. and Mrs. Skinner had a 
great deal to do with the play's successful 
presentation. These conscientious artists, 
the work of each of whom so perfectly com- 
plements the other, have entered with intel- 
ligence and enthusiasm into the parts they 
perform.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—As 
a play “‘A Rose o’ Plymouth Town” has little 
of dramatic power to recommend it, but it is 
“ couched in the English of the Puritan period, 
which softens everything which it describes 
by its quaintness.

The character of Rose is skillfully drawn, 
andit wasspiritedly depicted by Miss Dupree. 
So far as technical endowments go, it was 
as well rounded a performance of an indi- 
vidual part as any that has been seen here 
for a number of seasons. Mise Dupree has a 
bright, quaint personality, with a small, 
querulous voice, and a method, broadly 
speaking, like that of Maude Adams. 

Miss Dupree could understudy Miss Adams, 
and it is doubtful if the latter would be 
missed. But her method is mechanical and 
lacking in sympathy, and her emotions are 
elocutionary rather than repressed, and 
therefore she is deficient in the higher quali- 
nies of dramatic power: Her interpreta- 
tion, however, is marked by decided grace 
and ease, and it is prabable her performance 
will be well received and the public may ac- 
cept her as a star, even though her first ven- 
ture is not of ng characteristic 
quality. 

Mr. Post gave an excellent performance 
of the leading réle. The part needs toning 
down and sundry incongruities will have to 
be softened, but the general conception of 
the part is vigorous and artistic and shows 
the actor to advantage.

There is 
much sound and fury, but even in the way of 
mélodrama it signifies nothing. 

The relieving grace of the play (which 
could not quite save it) was the acting of 
Miss Elizabeth Tyree. In a crude and 
bungling manner her part of Molly gave 
scope for a considerable display of animal 
spirits and hoyden charm, and in taking 
advantage of them she showed, what she 
has often showed before, that within the 
tines of such parts she is attractive and 
charming. Alone in herself she is almost 
worth the price of admission.

SUMMER COMPLAINT GERM 

INTERESTS CHICAGO DOCTORS ' 


—Report Attaching It to McCormick 
Memorial Fund an Error. 


Chicago physicians regard with interest 
the discovery announced by Baltimore physi- 
clans of the germ of the infantile disease - 
commonly known as “‘ summer complaint,” 
but they say the eastern reports attaching 
it to the work of the McCormick memorial 
fund is an error. Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, pro- 
fessor of pathology at the University of Chi- 
cago, said yesterday: 

‘While research for the germ of the sum- 
mer complaint common to infants has been 
made for years and with some success, the - 
first definite work has been accomplished 
by the Baltimore students. Should their 
conclusions be proved correct, and if they 
really have discovered the germ, they have 
accomplished something that will result in 
the saving of the lives of hundreds of in- 
fants. Their discovery is important. 

“Of course the first step in the curing of a 
disease is isolation, just as the first step in 
a murder case is the arrest of the criminal.”’ 

The new work on the germ of the infantile 
disease was made by Charles W. Duval of 
Annapolis and Victor H. Bassett of Aledo, 
Ill., who are medical students working in 
the laboratory of the Thomas Wilson sani- 
tarium for children at Mount Wilson. Sci- 
ence is indebted for the work, whatever its 
results, to John D. Rockefeller, who two 
years ago founded the Rockefeller Institute 
for the promotion of medical research. Dr. 
William H. Welch of Baltimore was asked 
to conduct the inquiries. Dr. Wilson took 
up the investigation of infantile **‘ summer 
complaint ’’ at the instance of Dr. Welch and 
intrusted the detail work to the twostudents 
in his sanitarium.

Leads to Ugly Talk 
at Harlem. 


J ockey Held Responsible. and 
. Fined—Mare Finishes with 


Rare Speed. . 


Rose Tree's fiashlight rush through the 
* gtretch, which carried her to the wire a head 
‘before Jiminez in time that lowered the track 
record for a mile to 1:38 1-5, was the feature 
at Harlem yesterday, but left an unpleasant 
aftermath because of the imadequate and 
Careless ride put up by Jockey Birkenruth 
on Jiminez, which had led into the stretch by 
five lengths. 

The fact that Ed owns Rose Tree, 
19 to Sin the betting, and that Pat Dunne, his 
nephew, owns Jiminez. the 4 to 5 favorite, 
caused suspicious persons to excitably pro- 
claim “robbery ” and “job.” This, in the 
opinion of conservative horsemen, was an 
extreme view, and the judges evidently in- 
clined to the same view, as they fined Jockey 
Birkenruth for his carelessness $100 instead 
of suspending h'm, as they would do if they 
suspected criminality. 

Because of Jim-nez’s record breaking mile 
and a quarter on Saturday he was a legiti- 
mate favorite, but at the same time many 


chance, éspecially as it was not improbable 
diminez might bé a trifle off edge because 
of the speedy effort only two days before. 

is was disproved by the race, however, as 
Jiminez set the pace, and from a point just 
before the quarter pole increased his lead 
from. two lengths to five as he was well 
straightened out in the stretch. It looked 
easy to Birkenruth, and he entirely failed to 
notice the onrushing Rose Tree.

After Joe Buckley had taken the initial race 
‘at five and one-half furlongs from Galba at 
the liberal odds of 3 to 2, Burnie Bunton and 
Nellie Waddell hooked up at\six furlongs. 
There were other starters, but the talent 
figured these two as the contenders, and so 
they proved. Nellie Waddell essayed to sei 
the pace, with Rag Tag second and Burnie 
Bunton third. Nellie Waddell held her lead 
well into the stretch, while Burnie moved 
up to second, and from the eighth post home 
Newman's speedy mare cut down the dis- 
tance and won easily by three parts of a 
length. 

The steeplechase following resulted in the 
victory of Wenlock and the death of Teller, 
who was shipped up from St. Louis to run in 
the stake on Saturday, and was entered yes- 
terday as a preparation. Teller cut his left 
foreleg so badly he had to be shot.

YOST 18 AT ANN’ ARBOR. 


MICHIGAN COACH TALKS ABOUT 
PROSPECTS OF HIS TEAM. 


Will Try Many New Men Rather than 
Attempt to Ran Up Big Scores—Ex- 
pects to Lose Both Sweeley and 
Shorts—Five Men Sure Who Willi Be 
the Equal of Any Players—Coach 
Stagg Requests His Players to Re- 
port for Practice This Afternoon. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Sept. 8,—[Special. }- 
Coach “ Hurry Up” Yost struck town today. 
“ Any new stunts?’ he was asked. “ Well, 
I'm not telling Wisconsin what they are if 
I have.” Then the big, good natured coach 
loosened up. 

“If anybody banks on Michigan running 
up. big scores this season, he is going to lose 
his dough,”’ he said. “I am going to keep 
putting in new men in all the games just 
as soon as I see that Michigan has them 
cinched. I expect to be here next year, and 
I want a team for 1908 as well as this year. 
You will see I will use from fifteen to twenty 
men in all the preliminary games at least.”’ 

Yost starts out with a hard luck tale. Said 
he: “ We had a line on four great players 
who are eligible and who were coming here.

“The Virginia man has’ been nominated 
for county clerk, and he is going to quit col- 
lege.

LARGER BORE WANTED. 


Aldermen Will Be Urged to Grant

Without waiting for council action on an 
amended ordinance, the Illinois Telephone 


company has pushed forward its tunnel con- 


struction and will have the downtown con- 
duits finished by December.

feet and permitting the company to carry 
merchandise and mails in a pneumatic tube 
system. President Wheeler and Attorney 
Goldzier informed the aldermen that delay 
in action on the amended ordinance would 
hola up operations until the council recon- 
vened in the fall.

After instructing Chief Engineer Ran- 
Goiph to insist on the new bridges being 
completed without delay, the drainage board 
yesterday received a report from the en- 
Bineer showing the present condition of the 
new structures. This was as follows: 

Randoiph street—Work about to be rushed on 
the superstructure; probably will be completed 
before Jan. 1, 1903. 

State street—Good progress on superstructure at 
north and south ends; will be open for traffic about 
Feb. 1, 1903. 

Canal street—Ready for traffic, but cannot be 
used until city gives approaches to the sanitary 
district. 

Main street—Has been ready for use since last 
June, but opening delayed because street railway 
company secured injunction to prevent this until 
tracks have been laid. 

Ashland avenue—Almost completed; will be open 
for traffic in a few days. 

Harrison street—Contract has been let for tem- 
porary foot bridge, which will be ready within 
six weeks. 

Engineer Randolph said the traction com- 
pany already has delayed several months in 
securing the rails for the Main street bridge, 
and the trustees instructed Attorney Todd 
to go into court today and try to have the 
restraining order set aside, that the bridge 
might be opened.

His desertion of his ship 
would not go unnoticed.

Suppose that 
the person who ran away with the hat was 
not a small boy, but a largeman. Does one 
continue to be resolute? Not always. Coer- 
cion becomes a relic of barbarism. What 
one wants is argument and arbitration. 
That is, although might does not make right, 
still, when right and might aré on the same 
side, the former will use the latter without 
compunction, and it is only right without 
might that appeals to the golden - rule. 
Which means that the safest place for one 
to be nowadays is within the limits of one of 
the great “ empires.”” Here is a hiht. 

The only thing one can really regret about 
the Panther and Crete-a-Pierrot incident, or 
fiasco, is that it became necessary for the 
German vessel to go into action. Every 

time the United States allows a Latin-Amer- 
ican government to get into a_ situation 
where European intervention is necessary 
a point is lost. Our cue is to show Europe 
that it need never give the Latin-American 
governments a thought. | 


MR. HOPKINS FOR SENATOR. 
= Senator Cullom says that Representative 
will be elected senator. That is 
an opinion in which most republicans will 
concur openly and many democrats pri- 
vately.

The dis- 
sension between the different wings of the 
party is as marked as ever. There is no 
particular degree of enthusiasm among 
democrats in Chicago as to the city ad- 
‘ministration. The democrats outside Cook 
county have no issue to urge that holds out 
much promise to them. 

It is true that there has been some mis- 
management of state institutions. The 
people are profoundly dissatisfied with the 
assessment system. But there is no as- 
surance that the democrats, if in power, will 
reform the management of state institutions. 
Probably matters would be worse under 
them than at present. They are reformers 
only when out of office. 

There are no indications anywhere of 
such a degree of discontent with the adminis- 
tration of affairs in this state by the re- 
publican party as to make it likely that 
there will be an impairment of republican 
majorities, nor are there at present signs 
of a movement in that direction in any of 
the middle western states. General] pros- 
perity perhaps has something to do with 
it.

Every industry is 
active. While prices are high, the means 
ef purchasing the necessities and even the 
luxuries of life are more widely diffused 
than for many years past.

At a public meeting on Sunday Mr. 
Clarence S. Darrow said: “If President 
* Roosevelt would say the word he could 
“end the anthracite coal strike tomorrow.” 
At the same meeting Judge Dunne said: 
“ President Roosevelt could convene con- 
‘gress and legislation would be enacted which 
‘would make the end of the strike easy.” 

The lawyer and the judge have the rep- 
utation of being sincere men. One of them 
is an experienced and able adyocate and 
the other a learned judge. It does not seem 
unfair under the circumstances to ask the 
one for the magic word which spoken by 
the president will settle the strike and the 
other what is the legislation which, if en- 
acted, will put an end to it. 

If congress were to be called together 
in extra session, what recommendations 
touching legislation to end the coal strike 
would Judge Dunne have the president 
make? Judge Dunne and Mr. Darrow must 
have given much thought to a question con- 
cerning which they speak so positively. To 
their fertile and studious minds expedients 
may have occurred which never have sug- 
gested themselves to other lawyers or other 
citizens. Hence it is desirable that they 
should be more specific. Will not Judge 
Dunne outline a program of constitutional 
legislation under which the fiat of the presi- 
dent will end the coal strike, and also explain 
how the opposition to that legislation of a 
powerful element in congress is to be over- 
come? 

If the president should call congress in 
special session it is probable, humanly speak- 
ing, that the coal strike would be settled be- 
fore congress could convene. Certainly, be- 
fore any positive action could be taken the 
strike would have passed into the limbo of 
forgotten things. 

Congressmen are now widely scattered. 
They could not be brought together in less 
than sixty days. No bill of so radical a 
nature as any that would be needed to con- 
tro] strikes in the United States could be 
decently debated and disposed of in less 
than three months. Men who have experi- 
ence in congressional methods will probably 
say it could not be debated and enacted at 
all. But admitting that there should be a 
disposition on the part of republican and 
democratic senators to take some action 
of the kind proposed, is it reasonable to be- 
lieve that a measure which would funda- 
mentally alter the character of our institu- 
tions could be got out of the way in less 
than ninety days after congress should con- 
vene? 

The constitutional objections to such 
legislation will appear to the average man 
to be insurmountable. When, where, or 
how has it ever been conceived that the na- 
tional government under the constitution 
of the United States is authorized to inter- 
fere in the domestic affairs of a state, ex- 
cept when on the application of the legis- 
lature or the executive its aid is invoked to 
put down “ domestic violence.” 

There is another phase of the case which 
deserves consideration. Judge Dunne is 


southern senators and representatives — 
men who are wedded to the idéhs of state 
sovereignty and state supremacy—with ref- 
erence to any legislation that may be pro- 
posed in congress looking towards inter- 
ference by the general government ‘ with 
the domestic affairs of the state of Penn- 
sylvania. It is a remarkable fact that al- 
most all legislation proposed for the con- 
trol of trusts or which may be proposed 
for the termination of strikes is sure to mect 
with the solid opposition of the democratic 
party.

The constitutional | 
amendment to give to the national govern- 
ment the control of corporations, suggested by 
President Roosevelt, probably will not have 
the support of a single senator or -repre- 
sentative from the southern states. 

Before Judge Dunne and others talk glib- 
ly of national legislation on a subject like 
the trusts or strikes, they might do well to 
support from ¢heir 
southern friends. As for the “word” 
which, according to Mr. Darrow, when 
spoken by the president, will make miners 
and mine owners drop their weapons and 
clasp hands, is it a “ word” which under 
the constitution and the laws the president 
can properly speak? | 


| In ten years the number of 
A Louisiana sugar refineries and sugar 
Cane Sugar houses in Louisiana has 
Trust. been reduced from 1,400 to 
120. The decrease is not due 
to a decline of the sugar industry but to the 
consolidation of plants. Thanks to that con- 
solidation, the sugar producers have been 
able to buy improved machinery and in many 
ways to cut down the cost of production. Er- 
forts are being made now to carry consolida- 
tion still further. The Louisiana sugar 
planters have about come to the conclusion 
that Cuban reciprocity is inevitable. They 
assume that that reciprocity will reduce 
slightly the price of sugar, and create a com- 
petition which they will have to overcome if 
they are to live. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that the admission of Cuban sugar on 
terms more favorable even than hay®been 
suggested will lower the price of sugar. The 
Louisiana. planters think it will have that 
effect and they believe they see relief in an 
organization, which will be to all intentsiand 
purposes a trust, by means of which they 
will be enabled to reduce sfill more the cost 
of production. In this they are probably 
eorrect. Louisiana has laws against trusts, 
but they will mot be enforced against a sugar 
planters’ trust. Sugar has been the pet in- 
dustry of Louisiana for more than a cen- 
tury. It'is an industry which has always 
been taken care of by the general govern 
‘ment. Anything the planters may do for the 
professed purpose of guarding that industry 
from injury will meet with the approval of 
the democrats who govern Louisiana. Dem- 
ocratic national platforms may denounce 
protection and trusts, but Louisiana demo- 
erats will be a unit for the protection of 
sugar and for any trust or combine which the 
sugar planters may deem it expedient to or- 
ganize.

Go where he might, 
this companion kept closest company with 
him by night and by day, and at last made 
a coward of him. His only escape from its 
accusing torture was to follow his victims. 
It was with him as with Milton’s fallen 
angel— 
Now conscience wakes despair 


That \slumbered—wakes the bitter memory 
Of what he was, what is, and what must be worse. 


The wretched man could not have suffered 
more than he did had he been apprehended 
at the time and expiated his crime upon the 
gallows. Probably he suffered more. It 
would have saved’ much time, and trouble, 
and expense, as well as gratifying of morbid 
curiosity, and would certainly have greatly 
relieved the police had he ended his wretch- 
ed career in the reeds by the side of the poor 
girl whom he killed.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 
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8 Prince Victor Dhuleep Singh has two 
American sisters-in-law, the one a 
Miss Bonynge of New York and San 
Francisco, married to Viscount Deer- 
hurst, and the other Miss Whitehouse 
of New York, married to the Hon. Charles 
Coventry of Jameson raid celebrity, and as, 
moreover, the prince has not only spent some 
time in this country but has actually written 
an unfriendly book about the United 
States, the news of his being gazetted as a 
bankrupt in London, which entails the loss 
of his commission in the English arrity and 
of the membership of his London clubs, is one 
of some interest on this side of the Atiantic. 

His bankruptcy may: possibly lead once 
more to complications in connection with the 
great Kohinoor diamond, which figured on 
the crown of Queen Alexandra at the coro- 
nation, and which now forms the most valu- 
able and important of all the crown jewels 
of Great Britain, formerly belonging to the 
reigning Indian house of the Punjab of 
which the prince is now the chief. At the 
time when England annexed the Punjab 
in 1849—the late maharajah, father of Prince 
Victor, wae then about 11 years old—the 
Kohinoor was turned over to Queen Vic- 
toria as her perquisite. All his estates were 
confiscated by the British government, and 
a certain sum of money was set aside for 
the maintenance of the maharajah, of the 
members of his family, and of his principal 
servants. 


A 

The ex-maharajah spent the major part of 
his life in England, ran heavily into debt, and 
when, after being repeatedly extricated 
therefrom by the government, the latter re- 
fused to do an ng more for him, he not 
only disavowed his allegiance to England 
but went on to raise the question about the 
legality of the confiscation of the Kohinoor, 
and of the estates of the reigning house o 
Punjab, taking the ground that as a child 
he was not responsible for the acts of those 
of his guardians, who had conducted the 
affairs of his kingdom in such a manner as to 
bring about British intervention and annexa- 
tion. 

The matter was never settled thoroughly, 
and it is quite possible that somé of the angry 
creditors of Prince Victor Dhuleep Singh, the 
eldest gon of the late maharajah, may, in the 
hope of compelling the English government 
to come forward financially in behalf of the 
prince’s liabilities, take legal steps to ob- 
tain from the courts a definite ruling as to 
whether the Kohinoor is in reality the prop- 
erty of King Edward or of Prince Victor 


Dhuleep Singh. 


Prince Victor deserves little sympathy in 
his misfortunes. For in spite of the exam- 
ple before his eyes of his father’s insane 
extravagance and its unhappy results he 
has. persistently declined to keep within the 
handsome allowance made to him by the 
British government, and which amounts to 
$60,000 or more, constituting the revenue of a 
quantity of Indian government bonds in- 
vested in his behalf, in that of his brother 
Frederick, and of his two sisters, one of 
whom was in this country a short time ago 
studying medicine at Chicago. 

Moreover his marriage with Lady Ann 
Coventry served to estrange many people 
from him. Marriages of English women to 
orientale and Africans are not regarded 
with any more favor in England than in this 
country. For a white woman In India or any- 
where else In Asia to become the wife of a 
native, no matter how exalted his rank, 
is sufficient to cause her to regarded with 
contempt by all other white people, and 
subjected to the most drastic kind of ostra- 
cism. The marriage, therefore, of Prince 
Victor Dhuleep Singh to the daughter of 
lord and Lady Coventry not only met with 
many objections but created an unpleasant 
impression to the detriment alike of the 
prince and of -his bride. 


Until that time the prince had enjoyed a 
certain amount of popularity. But his mar- 
riage led to questions being raised about his 
lineage, and it was ascertained on the au- 
thority of the principal experts in Indian lore 
that his father instead of being actually the 
son of the famous Punjab monarch, Run- 
jeet Singh, was in reality an adopted child.

Then, too, attention was called to the fact 
that Prince Victor’s mother, Miss Bemba 
Muller, was the daughter of an Anglo-Ger- 
man missionary at Cairo, and of a sopt girl, 
whom he had had in his house as a domestic 
servant before making her his wife. 

The fact remains that the pretensions of 
the late Maharajah Dhuleep Singh and of 
Prince Victor, his son, to Punjab royalty, 
and to be of the same stock as the celebrated 
monarch Runjeet Singh, are ridiculed by the 
leading Indian rulers and princes of the 
present day. Nor would any of those who 
attended King Edward's coronation have 
dreamed of recognizing Prince Victor as one 
of themselves. 

Prince Victor was brought up asa Chris- 
tian, and was christened at Windsor castle, 
Queen Victoria officiating as his godmother 
and holding him at the font. He was edu- 
cated at Eton, at Cambridge, and at Sand- 
hurst, at all of which places he used to go 
by the nickname of ‘* Tulip,” a play, of 
course, on his name of “ Dhuleep.”” He is 
short and stout of build, retaining no trace 
of the oriental about him either in dress or 
manner, excepting the olive complexion of 
the Indian races. Heisacaptain of the First 
Dragoon guards, and was A. D. C. to Gen. 
Ross when the latter commanded the Brit- 
ish troops in Canada. 

It is difficult to see what will be the future 
of the prince, for the British government 
cannot go on forever paying the debts of 
the Dhuleep Singh family, and Lord Coyv- 
entry, the father of the princess, is a poor 
man. 


Lord Desart, whose daughter, Lady Sybil, 
is married to W. Bayard Cutting of New 
York, is being violently assailed by the press 
in England for refraining in his capacity 
of director general of public prosecutions 
from instituting criminal proceedings against 
those more or less distinguished personages 
—that is to say, members of the aristocracy 
who, in their associations with the Whitaker- 
Wright companies scandals—have been 
shown in the bankruptcy and liquidation 


of laws. 

Lord Desart in excusing his failure co take 
any action declares that he is following in 
the matter the instructions of the attorney 
general, and this, of course, has led tu a 
great outcry, of which we are likely to hear 
a good deal more when parliament meets. 

For until now it has always been supposed 
that the director of public prosecutions— 
namely: Lord Desart—was, as a judicial 
personage, quite as- independent of party 
and factional politics as the judges of the 
High court and that he took action on his 
own initiative whenever, during the course 
of civil or criminal proceedings, violations of 
the law not at the time before the court were | 
brought to light. That is to say, if, in a 
bankruptcy case, the bankrupt was shown 
to have been guilty of fraud, it was his duty 
to institute criminal proceedings against 
him, and likewase against any witness who 
ri been guilty of perjury in any divorce 
suit. 

If, however, Lord Desart only takes action 
when directed by the attorney general, the 
nature of his office is altogether changed, 
for the attorney generalship is a political 
office, the holder of which changes with 
each new administration, and who, unlike 
judges and permanent judicial officials, is 
bound to consider the political views and 
necessities of his party rather than the 
strict requirements of justice.

Their work then was 
the same as itis now. A theatrical manager 
could hire as many people as he thought 
necessary to attend his opening perform- 
ances and to show all kinds of enthusiasm 
and emotion at stated points throughout the 
performance. 

“The New York managers have a long 
ways to go before they catch up with their 
colleagues in Paris. It was in 1820 that a 
certain M. Sauton established there a regu- 
lar claque office, where managers might ap* 
ply when they needed the services of hired 
appreciators.

On 
a single day’s notice as many as 500 people 
can be supplied, and if a little longer time 
is given the head claquer will agree to prac- 
ticaily fill the house with his assistants. 
“The claquers of Paris are divided into 
many different kinds and classes, so that a 
manager can have any kind of emotion 
shown by as many people as he may wish to 
pay for. And it is an expensive business to 
boost a play along by the aid of some of 
these artists. One class of claquers, for in- 
stance, call themselves ‘ sangloteueres.’ A 
sangloteuere must be a good deal of an 
actress herself, and her services come corre- 
spondingly high. She is only employed when 
the play is one which is supposed to contain 
extremely tragic and heart rending situa- 
tions. On such occasions she sits well down 
towards the front, well dressed and stylish 
looking. When the climax of the play is 
reached she bursts out into hysterical sobs, 
which she has in vain tried to control, and 
attracts the attention of the whole audience.

ployed. It is her duty when the other 
woman is sobbing to utterly break down, 
and, after rising in her seat, to drop over in 
a simulated faint, after which she is carried 
out of the house by employés of the theater, 
who are in waiting.

“While there is no such thing as an or 
ganized claque in Chicago, a volunteer claqus 
often makes its presence felt in the local 
houses, especially om first nights. On such 
occasions, when the play produced its the

Launched as Aspirant for State Fea-

Mrs. Bacon is announced as the “ logical 
eandidate."” The circular in which she*is 
thus described is the first formal issue of 
campaign literature by an Illinois woman's 


club. 


Some Campaign Arguments Given. 

Besides being the “* logical candidate,’’ Mrs. 
Bacon is supported for the following reasons, 
according to the circular: :

WAR ON TUG WHISTLES 
WILL-BE TO A FINISH. 


James B. Clow & Sons Propose to Fol- 
low Up Pending Suit Against Lydon 
& Drews with Other Similar Actions.

The war commenced by James B. Clow & 
Sons against the noisy whistling of steam 
craft on the river in an action for $10,000 
damages against Lydon & Drews will be 
prosecuted, says W. E. Clow, until the an- 
noyance isended. Another suit is in prepara- 
tion, and other actions may be commenced 
against owners of other tugs and lake steam- 
ers. 

“Our first suit was an intimation that we 
Mean business,” said Mr. Clow yesterday. 
“We are getting evidence more in detail 
for a second suit similar to the first against 
Lydon & Drews. This action will be com- 
Menced as soon as we have secured the data 
regarding the names of the craft, the fre- 
@uency and duration of the whistling, and the 
amount of time lost daily by our employés 
while they are prevented from work by these 
noises.” | 

One tug in particular, which Mr. Clow says 
has three whistles of different pitch, and uses 
all three at once, is the terror of the young 
Women employed in the place:

One of the head nurses at the Illinois train- 
ing school for nurses says that the subject 
of reading to the sick is always of supreme 
interest to her profession, and that the choice 
of valuable literature receives constant atten- 
tion from the trained nurses. In their profes- 
sional journals lists of new beoks found to 
be helpful are published from time to time as 
guides to those on the alert for such’ as- 
sistance. 


In the hospitals, where patients are treated 
largely en masse and opportunity for the 
inspection of individual idiosyncrasies is 
slight, there is not the fine discrimination to 
special adaptation as there is in private fami- 
lies, where one nurse has but a single case to 
study and work for. The hospitals look for 
cheery, light, wholesome literature, which 
predisposes the patient to gladsomeness of 
thought and thereby to healthful functioning 
throughout the body. ‘“‘ Blizabeth and Her 
German Garden” was cited as a typically 
valuable book, which would suit many cases 
where the. chief aim is to divert attention 
from ailments. 

In a recently published autobiography ofa 
nurse the author relates her experience with 

Three Men in a Boat.”’ She says that she 
went to the physician in charge of a patient 
who was improving, if at all, with discourag- 
ing slowness, and told him that she was g0- 
ing to try Jerome K. Jerome’s *‘ Three Men 
in a Boat ”’; that she knew that If that would 
not cure him nothing would. The experi- 
ment was successful, the patient convalesced 
with rapidity under the hilarious nutriment 
of the comic volume. 

Nearer home was the Kansas farmer who 
was a dyspeptic, hence a growler. Every ex- 
pedient thought of was experimented by 
physician and family to induce him to as- 
sume a peaceable frame of mind foward his 
associates, and a peaceable frame of body to- 
ward his food. In despair a trained nurse 
Was sent for who should devote her entire 
time to his recovery. She tried without avail 
the ordinary methods for curing. When she 
turned to the family religious weekly for 
cheery reading and to the daily news for 
lively gossip she found a deaf listener. 

One 
evening she took a cozy seat besides him near 
the stove, and, in most. subtle fashion, 
launched herself into a Story of Alice’s Ad- 
ventures in Wonderland.” Her white-pated 
patient did not believe in the right of fairy 
tales to exist, much less did ne ever read 
them. He knew nothing about the wonderful 
Alice. Not knowing her to be a “ fairy tale ”’ 
he was fascinated with her and her hare and 
duchess quite unaware. The stories were 
continued. From Alice they went to Grimm 
and Hans Andersen. The old man was eat- 
ing, sleeping, and in his right mind before 
the fairy tale series had been exhausted.

she reported in a letter to her friend. “I’m 
sending with this mail for one of Sara Jean- 
ette Duncan’s books, and I bave a great 
idea that with that I'll have the finishing 
touch.”’

TRAIN GUNS ON HACE. 


CHICAGO LAWN CITIZENS TESTIFY 
AGAINST THE PRINCIPAL. 


Present Evidence to Substantiate 
Charges of “Indiscreet Conduct” 
and Say They Will Appeal to Other 
Agencies to Effect Removal if the 
Board of Education Reinstates the 
Teacher—Accused Man Asks Time to 
Prepare His Case. | 


Henry D. Hatch, principal of the Chicago 
Lawn schoo! against whom charges of “ in- 
discreet conduct” have been filed with the 
secretary of the board of education by resi- 
dents of Chicago Lawn, has been given until 
next Monday by the special committee ap- 
pointed to hear the evidence to file his de- 
fense. The testimony of twenty witnesses 
was heard yesterday afternoon. The citizens 
of Chicago Lawn declare that they do not 
want Mr. Hatch as principal and that if he 


is reinstated by the board of education they | 


will appeal to other agencies to bring about 
his removal from the school. 

The citizens who testified against Mr. 
Hatch welcomed the continuance so that 
they could get additional testimony to add 
strength to their chargés. 

Mr. Hatch explained to the committee that 
he did not receive a copy of the charges 
against him until Saturday afternoon. 


Makes a Plea for Time. 


“Since that time,” he said, “I have not 
had time to get my witnesses together, and 
I think it is only just that I be given suffi- 
cient time to get all the witnesses I desire. 
Trustee Loesch, who explained the charges 
to the two contesting parties, said that it 
was the disposition of the committee to give 
Mr. Hatch every possible opportunity to 
prove his innocence. 

The opponents of Mr. Hatch had twenty- 
five witnesses at the rooms of the board. 

Trustee Keating, who acted as chairman 
of the subcommittee,. decided that any for- 
mer trouble in which Mr. Hatch is said to 
bave been connected would not be investi- 
gated by the committee. This action ex- 
cluded a number of witnesses, and limited 
the inquiry to acts of Mr. Hatch while prin- 
cipal of the Chicago Lawn school. 

Until four years ago Henry D. Hatch was 
principal of the Gladstone school at a salary 
of $2,400 a year. He was transferred at that 
time to the Chicago Lawn school, at an 
annual salary of $1,600. He has been di- 
vorced from his wife, and since that time 
is said. to have changed his home from the 
west side to the south side, near his school. . 

Ten years ago Mr. Hatch, before coming to 
Chicago, was connected with the schools a- 
Woodstock, Ill. It is from the former places 
where he has taught that it is understood 
that he wishes to bring witnesses. He re- 
fused to talk about ‘the matter yesterday 
after the hearing was.continued. During the 
hearing he conducted the cross-examination, 
end acted as his own messenger in calling 
witnesses from the hall. The examination 

f the witnesses on the other side was con- 

ted by Ald. W. M. Butterworth. The 
prosecution presented twenty witnesses and 
Mr. Hatch presented four. 


Evidence Said to Be Hearsay. 


Most of the evidence is said to have been 
of a hearsay character. One of the members 
of the board declared that he would require 
the prosecutors to furnish more satisfac- 
tory evidence before he would make a rec- 
ommendation unfavorable to Mr. Hatch. 

Another declared that they had done noth- 
ing during the afternoon except reach an 
understanding regarding what the charges 
meant and what each side was expected to 
show to secure the desired recommendation. 

“Tt was an afternoon wasted,” said an- 
other trustee. 

One of the members of the prosecuting 
party defended the evidence they had pre- 
sented by saying they did not wish to bring 
prominent people in Chicago Lawn into the 
matter unless it was unavoidable. 

“We see that we will have to fight, and 
some startling testimony will be given next 
Monday,’’ one of the prosecutors declared. 

Trustee Kuflewski took Trustee Cameron’s 
place upon the subcommittee. District Su- 
perintendent Lane was not present, and 
Supt. Cooley remained in the room but a few 
minutes.

The September was down early to 33\%c. but 
picked up to 34%c. the closing being at even 
S4c. This was a fraction over the Saturday 
price. The December picked up from 30%c 
to 30%c, and the May from 30%c to 31-\e. 
The December was broken Y%@%c early by 
Counselman, who was a heavy seller. Car- 
rington-Patten came into the market late on 
an extensive. scale and bought the Decem- 
ber. The visible was something of a surprise 
in that it was not expected to show an in- 
crease as large as 1.159.000 bu. the increase 
the previous week having been but 861.000 bu. 
A year ago it was 477.000 bu. Local stocks 
increased 85.000 bu and are now 526,000 bu.

Gain of J. P. Morgan and Friends Equal 
te 6.51 Per Cent on the Retired Com- 
mon Stock—Local Money Market Is 
Firm, th Old Loans Being Marked 
Up— board Company Issues Afi- 
nouncement Relative to Exchange 
of Receipts for Shares. 


¥rom the preliminary figures of the Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis and Louisville for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1902, it wouid ap- 
pear that Mr. Morgan and his friends made 
a good bargain when they secured the Mo- 
non, paying $78 a share for the common 
and $90 a share for the preferred in 4 per 
cent bonds. They paid 60 per cent of the 
purchase price in cash and the remainder 
ib bonds. 

But on the theory that all the stock was 
turned in and 4 per cent bonds issued, the 
net earnings for the fiscal year show returns 
of 7.96 per cent on the.bonds required to 
secure the property. At the same time the 
earnings were equal to 6.51 per cent on the 
common stock which has‘ been turned in. 
The earnings of the previous year applicable 
to the common were 4.31 per cent. While 
the stockholders received a fair price on the 
present basis of earnings, it may be doubted 
whether a great deal more could not have 
been secured at the end of another fiscal 
year.

COMMISSION AGREEMENT. 


Local Agents Advocate Forming a New 


Association from Which Thes¢) 
Kanown Offenders Shall Be Barred— 
They Contend That It Is the Only 
Way Out of the Difficulty—Several 
Old Societies Kept Alive to Meet Just 
Such an Emergency. 


There are some Chicago insurance men 


who think that the only way outiof the pres- 
ent difficulty over the violation of the com- 
mission agreement fs to dissolve the present 
organization and form another, leaving out 
some of those notorious offenders of whose 
guilt there is no moral doubt, but against 
whom it is hard to,get the necessary evi- 
idence to convict. 


Several organizations have been kept alive 


for just such an emergency as this. The 
Underwriters’ exchange, which quit in 1885, 
when it and the old Chicago Board of Fire 
Underwriters united to form the Fire Un- 
derwriters’ association, !s still in existence, 
George W. Montgomery of Montgomery & 
Funkhouser being president, and R. M. 
Trimingham, secretary of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ association, being secretary. 


The organization of the Fire Underwriters’ 


association has also been maintained, with 
S. A. Rothermel, secretary of the Traders, 
as president, and. R. M. Trimingham as sec- 
retary. The old Chicago Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters also exists, it being empowered 
by law to run the fire insurance patrol. R. 
W. Hosmer is president and T. A. Bowden 
secretary.

erable tannery and leather insurance as a re- 
sult of the recent assessment levied upon 
its members by the Tanners’ Mutual. Mem- 
bers report that this concern has paid no div- 
idends for three years, and that it has re- 
cently levied two assessments, one of 1 per 
cent and another of 9, upon the premium 
notes. As many members had been paying 
the regular stock rates, depending upon div- 
idends to give them a reduction, they are 
getting back to the stock companies, where 
at least they will know what their insurance 
is going to cost them. 


Fire Marshal Hollenbeck of Ohio reports 


7,011 fires in the state during the last year; 
that 1,319 buildings were totally destroyed, 
and that there were 1,267 fires of unknown 
or incendiary origin. It is estimated that 
the incendiary fires last year cost the people 
$1,500,000, the insurance companies of course 
adding this to their premium tax.
